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Iran vote lifts hostage hopes

TEHRAN — Finance Min¬ 
ister Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
late Friday claimed victory 
in Iran's first presidential 
election and said he would 
seek to end the 11-week siege 
at the U S. embassy. 

In an interview with Reu¬ 
ter news agency, Bani-Sadr 
said: 

"I will try to bring this 
problem between the Ameri¬ 
cans and ourselves to an end 
in a way which safeguards 


the demands and the Inde¬ 
pendence of Iran." 

He added: “I have been out 
of touch with the problem 
since I left the foreign min¬ 
istry last November and I 
must study the question 
again closely." 

Aides at Bani-Sadr’s 
Tehran apartment told re¬ 
porters the figures indicated 
their candidate had won 
more than 80 per cent of the 
vote in most areas of 
Tehran.” 

"The whole people have 
recognized the man who can 


satisfy their needs and solve 
their problems," Bani-Sadr 
said. “I am happy that the 
whole nation has shown 
political maturity." 

Bani-Sadr, a member of 
the ruling Revolutionary 
Council, is known to have 
regarded the holding of 
about 50 Americans as hos¬ 
tage in the embassy by Mos¬ 
lem militants as a misguided 
adventure. 

Looking exhausted but 
happy, Bani-Sadr said: "I 
am very happy that the peo¬ 
ple have shown such political 


maturity. It was not a parti¬ 
san vote but a vote of con¬ 
science." 

Bani-Sadr said he had been 
in the minority in the Revolu¬ 
tionary Council for some 
time. 

"Bui you know last night I 
attended the council for the 
first time in three weeks, 
and after discussion we 
agreed to a communique 
among the candidates pres¬ 
ent whereby we agreed to 
co-operate with whoever was 
elected." 

Bani-Sadr’s election, if 


confirmed, might prove to 
be the biggest step yet to¬ 
ward improving relations 
between Iran and Washing¬ 
ton since the overthrow of 
the shah last February. 

Prior to the election, the 
White House decided to post¬ 
pone threatened economic 
sanctions against Iran to 
back demands for the return 
of the U.S. hostages. 

Bani-Sadr, who was known 
to have the support of leftists 
because of his socialist econ¬ 
omic policies, had clashed 
verbally with the militants 


holding the hostages and is 
considered by Washington to 
be among the moderates. 

However, Bani-Sadr and 
other loading candidates 
have shown unquestioned 
loyalty to the country’s 
revolutionary leader. Aya¬ 
tollah Ruholiah Khomeini. 

In the past, the embassy 
militants have said they take 
orders only from Khomeini 
who, under the country's 
new constitution, has almost 
unlimited powers. Among 
those powers is the right to 
dismiss the president. 


The 79-year-old Khomeini, 
who east his ballot from a 
hospital bed where he is 
being treated for what offi¬ 
cials call a mild heart condi¬ 
tion, had expressed no pref¬ 
erence for any candidate. 

Meanwhile, Bani-Sadr 
said his next move will be to 
call a national congress in¬ 
volving those who supported 
him to select candidates for 
next month's parliamentary 
election.

Exxon profits 
climb 60% 
to $4' billion

Exxon Corp. has become 
the first industrial company 
lo earn more than $1 billion 
in a year. 

Exxon, I he World's largest 
oil company, on Friday re¬ 
ported fourth quarter earn- 
ings of more than $1.3 billion 
—up 60 per cent over last 
year's figure—and a net in¬ 
come for 1979 of more than 
$1.2 billion, a 55-per-cent 
gain. 

Exxon thus became only 
lhe second U.S. company to 
earn $4 billion in one year 
and the first industrial com¬ 
pany to do so. American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. earned more than $5 bil- 
' lion in 1978. 

In a statement, Exxon said 
its earnings were justified 
because of the large invest¬ 
ment needed to generate 
profits. A surge in overseas 
oil-producing, refining and 
marketing earnings, to¬ 
gether with a sharp increase 
in world prices, contributed 
to the gain. 

Exxon’s Canadian subsidi¬ 
ary, Imperial Oil Ltd. of To¬ 
ronto, reported Friday its 


net operating income in 1979 
was $171 million, a 50-per- 
cent increase from $311 mil¬ 
lion in 1978. 

The company also had a 
net gain of $22 million’from 
ihe sale of 20 per cent of its 
interest in the Syncrude 
heavy oil project to Alberta 
Energy Co., bringing total 
net income to $193 million. 

The company said in a 
statement its rate of return 
on capital employed in petro¬ 
leum products was about 
-11.5 per cent for 1979.

Trudeau said energy 
prices under the Liberal for¬ 
mula would be a blend that 
would distinguish between 
the costs of "old" conven¬ 
tional oil, new oil from such 
sources as the tar sands, the 
Arctic and offshore and oil 
imported from overseas. 

Trudeau also proposed lo 
establish a Petroleum Pric¬ 
ing and Auditing Agency to 
investigate and report on in¬ 
dustry costs, profits and op 
erations to allow federal and 
provincial governments to 
establish appropriate pric¬ 
ing levels. It would also en¬ 
sure that revenues are in¬ 
vested in new energy 
development. 

Trudeau did not put a spe¬ 
cific figure on how much a 
Liberal government would 
raise oil prices but said it 
would be "a phased-in price, 
not an abrupt, excessive ac¬ 
celeration such as the Tories 
tried to implement." 

Marc Lalonde, the Liberal 
energy spokesman, was not 
able to tell reporters how 
much lower energy prices 
would be under the Liberals 
except that his party would 
not institute the 18-cents-a- 


gallon (four-cents-a-litre) 
increase in the excise tax 
that the Conservatives had 
proposed. 

Besides the excise tax in¬ 
crease, the Conservatives 
have proposed to raise oil 
prices by $1 a barrel this 
year and $4.50 jfDeach of the 
next three years up to 85 per 
cent of the U.S. price. The 
New Democrats proposed a 
three-month study of the oil 
industry to determine what 
energy prices should be.

The CBRT and the Council 
of Marine Carriers, repre¬ 
senting the employers, met 
for an hour Friday with Hail 
in a last futile bid to find a 
solution to the dispute. 

Afterward, representa¬ 
tives of both sides said they 
were prepared for a long 
strike. 
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MONTREAL (CP) — A 
workman was killed and five- 
others injured in an explo¬ 
sion that ripped through a 
grain elevator Friday in the 
St. Henri district in the 
southwestern part of the 
city. 

Police said one of the in¬ 
jured was in serious condi¬ 
tion. 

The explosion collapsed 
the elevator onto workmen 
below.

Charles Nash, vice-presi¬ 
dent of corporate affairs for 
the crown utility, said Thurs¬ 
day that three Hydro em¬ 
ployees were pulled out of 
the country before the mili¬ 
tary intervention. 


26 distilleries charged in Quebec 


MONTREAL (CP) — Twenty- 
six distilleries and wineries have 
been charged with paying bribes 
totalling.almost $1 million to em¬ 
ployees of two Quebec liquor agen¬ 
cies. 

The affidavits filed Friday by 
Quebec provincial police allege 
the payments were made between 
1965 and 1977 to officials of the 
Societe des Alcools du Quebec, 
which operates about 200 liquor 
stores and issues permits for busi¬ 


ness establishments, and its pre 
decessor, the Regie des Alcools du 
Quebec, which was phased out in 
1971. 

Alberta Distilleries Ltd. was 
charged with giving bribes worth 
$62,010; McGuinness Distillers 
Ltd. with $76,266; Thomas Adams 
Distillers Ltd., $112,504; and Jo¬ 
seph E. Seagram and Sons Ltd. 
$109,249. 

International Wines and Spirits 
Ltd. was charged with dishing out 


bribes worth $50,307; Meagher's 
Distillery Ltd. $32,455; Corby Dis¬ 
tillery $152,088; Les Distilleries 
Schenley du Canada Ltee. $129,529; 
Herdt andCharton Inc. (Herdtand 
Charton 1971) $64,304; Canadian 
Distillers Ltd. $27,095; and Distil¬ 
leries Melville Ltee. $51,878. 

The charges state that "in con- 
sideration for collaboration in 
closing business deals with the 
government,” these companies 


and others gave “rewards, advan¬ 
tages or benefits" to employees of 
the Societe des Alcools du Quebec 
and or the Regie des Alcools du 
Quebec. 

The charges also state the com¬ 
panies illegally gave government 
liquor agency employees commis¬ 
sions, rewards or benefits without 
first obtaining the written consent 
of the head of the branch of gov¬ 
ernment it was dealing with.

B.C. art dealer buys 
collection of 27 Carrs 


The Fannin Hall collection 
of Vancouver industrialist 
George Clark, including the 
controversial 27 Emily Carr 
paintings once under con¬ 
sideration by the province, 
was recently sold to a Van¬ 
couver art dealer, according 
to several sources. 

Neither Clark nor dealer 
Kenneth Heffel was avail¬ 
able Friday for comment on 
the sale which includes 150 
works o f Canadian art, 
largely by the Group of 
Seven and their contem¬ 
poraries. 

A spokesman for Kenneth 
G. Heffel Fine Art Inc., re¬ 
fused to say when the gal¬ 
lery owner planned to offi- 
cially announce his 
purchase. 

Heffel had earlier con¬ 
firmed Thursday that he had 
purchased major pieces 
valued at more than $6 mil¬ 
lion in separate transactions 
cwfer a month from four dif¬ 


ferent “legal entities." He 
would not confirm whether 
the Fannin Hall collection 
was included. 

Sources claim those "enti¬ 
ties" are all connected to 
Clark, and that the final pur¬ 
chase price for the 150 pieces 
was between $1 million and 
$6 million. 

Rumors of the sale began 
earlier this week after sev¬ 
eral works from the col- 
l ection appeared in Heffel’s 
gallery. It is possible, ac¬ 
cording to sources, that 
those paintings not immedi¬ 
ately sold will be exhibited at 
Heffel’s gallery late next 
month. 

In November, Clark, 
through another Vancouver 
dealer, had offered the 27 
Emily Carr paintings as a 
collection for $1.3 million. 
The provincial government, 
pressured by a campaign led 
by Victoria Aid. Robin Blen- 
coe, offered $1 million for 19

A number of towing com¬ 
panies, including Chemainus 
Tow and Kingcome Towing, 


a subsidiary of MacMillan 
Bloedel, are manned only by 
the guild and SIU. 

Some union sources said 
they felt a CBRT strike 
would only effectively tie up 
95 per cent of tHe province's 
towboat fleet if the union 
was able to legally picket 
these other companies.This 
could be a question to be 
settled by the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board of Canada, or by 
the courts. 

There is also a feeling 
among some union insiders 
that a strike of this type 
would not be allowed to last 
too long. 

They doilbt it would 
stretch out over six weeks 
like the guild strike in 1970, 
the last major work stop¬ 
page in the towboat indus¬ 
try. 

That strike had a crippling 
effect on the forest industry 
and other sectors of the B.C. 
economy and ended with a 
six-month sentence imposed 
on the guild's Davis for defi¬ 
ance of a court injunction. 
He was released after a 
week in jail and the charge 
was subsenquently 
quashed. 

Safety, complaints, which 
had a lot to do with the. 
strike, brought new federal 
manning regulations two 
years later.

"If the people do not elect 
a parliament which works in 
the same direction as the 
president, they we can’t 
work together and there will 
always be difficulties be¬ 
tween the parliament, the 
president and the govern¬ 
ment," he said. 

He said Iran’s foreign 
policy would be based on 
independence from both su-^ 
perpowers. 

“I remain attached to my 1 
proposal for close co-opera¬ 
tion with Europe and Japan 
and the oppressed countries 
of the world. I am for helping 
liberation movements 
throughout the world. 

“This world system must 
change. It is in the interest of 
industrial countries as well 
because this state of affairs 
cannot last for long." 

Bani-Sadr emphasized 
that his first priority would 
be to begin the reconstruc¬ 
tion of Iran’s battered econ¬ 
omy. 

He advocated wider politi¬ 
cal freedom and that he 
would try to solve unrest 
among the country’s ethnic 
and religious minorities on 
the basis of equality.

“The 
Conservatives accept, as we 
do not. that world prices 
should dictate the price of 
domestic oil." t 

"Instead of offsetting 
OPEC, the Tories have en¬ 
dorsed it.” 

But he said the OPEC 
price had more to do with 
politics than economics and 
allowing oil from all domes¬ 
tic sources to rise to that 
level “would mean a wind¬ 
fall for the multi-nationals 
and for the treasuries of the 
producing provinces." 


Punish Kremlin or risk 
Moscow rule—defector 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A prominent 
Soviet defector said Friday that Kremlin 
leaders may steer their "cruel and danger¬ 
ous society" to world domination unless 
forcefully punished for throwing military 
might into Afghanistan. 

Arkady Shevchenko, a United Nations 
undersecretary general when he defect¬ 
ed in 1978, made a rare public appearance 
to give a House of Representatives in¬ 
telligence subcommittee a chilling account 
of life in his homeland and to comment 
on recent Soviet actions. 

Unless the Soviets are punished "in 
specific, concrete and forceful ways for 
their aggression in Afghanistan, the world 
will find itself in the not-far-distant fu-

ture under the dominance of Moscow," 
said. 

Boycotting the Olympic Games would 
be a "serious blow to the Kremlin," he 
added, saying that the Kremlin holds "a 
long-cherished objective to have such a 
huge, political show in Moscow.” 

He elaborated on the Soviet-Afghanis- 
tan situation and on possible U.S. steps in ' 
a later secret hearing. 

But he gave his first personal explana¬ 
tion of his defection in a hearing room 
crowded with reporters and on-lookers. 

Shevchenko said that as he rose in the 
Soviet diplomatic ranks he decided his 
country’s foreign policy "was not a policy 
of peace but a policy of aggression, expan- 
sion and ens'avemenl of other people."

A guerrilla leader Friday 
proclaimed a "Free Islamic 
Republic" in eastern Afgh¬ 
anistan and appealed for 
military assistance, includ¬ 
ing S.A.M. missiles and anti¬ 
tank guns, to secure the 
areas. 

In Washington, it was ru¬ 
mored that Afghan president 
liabrak Karmal would soon 
be replaced. 

State department spokes¬ 
man Ilodding Carter said, 
"Rumors continue to circu¬ 
late in Kabul that the current 
president will be replaced 
soon. 

"We have reports that a 
number of additional Soviet 
civilian advisers have re¬ 
cently arrived In Afghanis¬ 
tan. I would note there were 
a large number of civilian 
advisers in the early days of 
the Taraki regime," refer¬ 
ring to a previous Afghan 
president. 

In Islamabad, Pakistan, 
guerrilla leader Zia Khan 
Nassry, chairman of the Af¬ 
ghan Islamic and Nationalist 
Revolutional Council, said 
his forces controlled at least 
three provinces with the ex¬ 
ception of a handful of cities 
occupied by Soviet troops. 

Nassry said, “The free Is¬ 
lamic Republic of Afghanis¬ 
tan" had been proclaimed in 
l’aktia. Ghazni, and Low- 
gar provinces in eastern 
Afghanistan* * • •_ 

"The Soviet Union is se¬ 
curing itself in urban areas 
and if we strengthen our¬ 
selves, then we can resist," 
Nassry said. 


More than three feet of 
snow virtually halted fight¬ 
ing between Soviet troops 
and the guerrillas in the 
area, but when the snow 
melts, Nassry acknow¬ 
ledged, his forces could be in 
real trouble. 

He said the rebels needed 
four types of military assis¬ 
tance: missiles to knock out 
the dreaded MI-24 helicop¬ 
ter gunships, anti-tank 
weapons, communication 
equipment and light 
weapons. 

"If we have enough anti¬ 
tank missiles and surface- 
to-air missiles, we can anni¬ 
hilate the Russians. If help 
does not arrive in time, they 
will exterminate people 
whether by firepower or 
whether they starve us to 
death," he said. 

“It is a critical situa¬ 
tion." 

As Nassry spoke, the Paki¬ 
stani government — sensi¬ 
tive to giving the appearance 
of supporting the Afghan 
rebels — ordered him to 
leave the country within 24 
hours. He said he would ap¬ 
peal the order. 

“This is not a government 
in exile,” the 33-year-old 
U.S.-educated Nassry said. 
"This is a government of 
liberated Afghanistan.” 

Nassry's proclamation ap¬ 
peared timed to coincide 
with the weekend opening in 
Islamabad of an emergency 
Islamic conference on the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanis¬ 
tan.

Way cleared 
for Mugabe 


SALISBURY (AP) - Mo 
/Jinbiquc agreed Friday to 
release Rhodesian political 
prisoners, clearing the way 
for guerrilla leader Robert 
Mugabe to return to Rhode¬ 
sia, a British spokesman 
said. 

Britain had delayed ap¬ 
proval of Mugabe's return 
until dissident members of 
his guerrilla group were re¬ 
leased. Mugabe had asked 
Mozambique to hold a num¬ 
ber of the dissidents follow¬ 
ing reports that some plotted 
against him during the guer¬ 
rilla war against the Rhode¬ 
sian government. 

Other leaders of Mugabe's 
guerrillas who returned to 
‘Rhodesia earlier under the 
British sponsored ceasefire 
have rented a soccer field in 
Salisbury for a rally Sunday 
for Mugabe. 

Mugabe, co-leader with 
Joshua Nkomo of the Patri¬ 
otic Front guerrilla alliance, 
had planned to return to 
Rhodesia more than two 
weeks ago to begin cam¬ 
paigning for the Feb. 27-29 
elections aimed at giving the 
former British colony a 
black majority government. 
Nkomo returned Jan. 13. 

Speaking to 10.000 sup¬ 
porters at a farewell rally in 
Maputo.

Cubans holding 
U.S. hijacker 

MIAMI (CP) — A gunman who hijacked a Delta 
Air Lines jetliner to Cuba on Friday was taken into 
custody by Cuban officials after they and some of 
the plane's crew members had convinced him 
to surrender. 

As the the Cubans and the crew members were 
talking to the gunman, the Lockheed L-IOII’s 51 
passengers and other crew members sneaked off 
the aircraft, a passenger said. 

Captain Don Vickers said in a statement to 
reporters that after the passengers and the other 
crew members had left the plane, “We (the 
Cubans and the crew members) convinced him to 
give up and (we) said he wouldn't be harmed." 

The gunman was accompanied by his wife and 
their two daughters — aged seven months and two 
years. 

None of the passengers or crew members was 
injured and they arrived in Miami on Friday 
night. 

Earlier in the day, Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration officials had said two men had hijacked the 
plane while it was flying over North Carolina on a 
flight from Atlanta, Ga., to New York.

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New N-plant damage 
in quake aftershocks 


LIVERMORE, Calif. (UPI) - Rolling 
aftershocks from a strong earthquake 
that left hundreds homeless shook north¬ 
ern California Friday and scientists dis¬ 
covered further damage to a major nu 
clear weapons research facility near the 
centre of the seismic disturbance. 

The shaker cracked a 30.000 gallon tank 
containing water and tritium, a low-level 
radioactive isotope, at the Lawrence Li¬ 
vermore Laboratory about 40 miles south¬ 
east of San Francisco. A spokesman said 
the tank was dripping several gallons 
an hour but posed no threat. 

Scientists also reported damage to the 
lab's huge Shiva laser system—largest 
of Us kind in the world. They said bolts and 
rollers were damaged and the system 
would be shut down for several weeks for 
cleaning of the optical components and 
determining whether they were wrecked. 


The Shiva system is a delicate arrange¬ 
ment of lenses and mirrors that focus laser 
beams at heavy hydrogen—sometimes ra 
dioactive—in advanced energy and ther¬ 
monuclear weapons research. 

The lab spokesman said some com 
puters were also damaged by the temblor, 
but said the facility, operated by the Uni 
versity of California under contract from 
the Energy Department, would be "95 
per cent back to normal on Monday." 

No leakage of radioactivity was report 
ed from a lab building containing deadly 
plutonium and a small nuclear reactor. 

Those critical facilities arc housed in 
some of the world's most earthquake-re¬ 
sistant structures but have been a target of 
protesters who want the plutonium re¬ 
moved and want the University of Califor¬ 
nia to remove itself from the work.

I’m going to hold my nose and vote, said 
one man, responding in yet another poll. That 
brief comment seems to capture the mood of 
so much of this federal election campaign. 
Nobody has much good to say about such a 
raucous, mid-winter cat-fight. It leaves in its 
path only irritation, disgust, a sense of frus¬ 
tration — and precious little to look forward 
to. 

Yet there is something wonderful going on 
around us.

Andre Sakharov, physicist, was being 
driven to a scientific seminar in the Soviet 
capital Tuesday when a policeman stepped 
from the curb and stopped his car. The police 
put him in another car, took him to a public 
prosecutor’s office.'A Supreme Soviet decree 
was read to him, stripping him of all the 
awards his country had bestowed upon him. 
That same night he was given two minutes to 
say goodbye to his family before being put 
aboard an airplane. Now he is banished, 
tucked away somewhere in the Soviet Union. 
Silent. 


Mr. Sakharov was not an average Soviet 
citizen. He had been named a Hero for his 
work on the hydrogen bomb. He had be¬ 
come a dissenter, a rare spokesman for 
human rights in his homeland. He had won the 
Nobel Peace prize. People listened to him 
when he was critical of his government. 

The handful of men who rule the Soviet 
Union did this week what Canadian citizens 
Together will do next month — decide who will 
govern. 

Viewed that way, it makes our election 
campaign much more tolerable.

Marx told us where the USSR is going 



OTTAWA — “The policy of Russia 
is changeless, according to the admis¬ 
sion of its official historian, the Mu¬ 
scovite Karamsin. Its 
methods, its tactics, 
its manoeuvres may 
change, but the polar 
star of Its policy — 
world domination — is 
a fixed star.” 

Sound like some¬ 
thing from Ronald 
Reagan or Lubor 
Zink? Actually it’s a 
direct quote from a 
speech Karl Marx 
made in London in 186?. 

If Marx were alive today he would 
not have been surprised to see Soviet 
tanks lumber into Afghanistan. After 
all they rolled into Budapest in 1956 
when Hungarian nationalists decided 
they would like to run their own af¬ 
fairs. Then they thundered across 
Czechoslovakia when politicians in 
that country opted for their own brand 
of Marxism. 

The dream of the world dominance 
and the recognition of Moscow as a 
third Rome predates the revolution 
and is deeply embedded in the Russian 
psyche. The subsequent development 
of a unique political system which

proselytizes world wide is totally con¬ 
sistent with the ancient concept of 
Moscow as a spiritual capital. 

Western naivete concerning Soviet 
intentions is predominantly wishful 
thinking. President Jimmy Carter ap¬ 
peared shocked to leam that detente 
doesn't mean live and let live. He must 
have forgotten the warning implicit in 
the definition Leonid Brezhnev gave 
Time Magazine. 

“Detente," said Brezhnev, “is the 
absence of war in Europe but contin¬ 
ued support of liberation movements 
in other parts of the world.” 

To put it bluntly, don’t push where 
the west is strong but take risks 
when the opposition is weak or divided 
— Afghanistan, for example. 

It is beginning to dawn on some 
western leaders that we are now at the 
same stage with the Soviets as we 
were with Hitler in the mid-thirties. 
Unless there is a united “stop, no 
further!" served on the Kremlin at 
once, the Russian juggernaut will roll 
on inexorably until the choice is nar¬ 
rowed to capitulation or world con¬ 
flict.

The challenges the Soviets 
have presented to America 


BOSTON — The suppress- 
ion of Andrei Sakharov is in 
its way even grimmer evi¬ 
dence of the state of mind in 
the Kremlin today than was 
the occupation of Afghanis¬ 
tan. This time there can be 
no idea that Soviet leaders 
miscalculated the reaction. 
They knew what the world 
would think. They simply did 
not care. 

Sakharov is a litmus test of 
Soviet attitudes. His dissent 
— his witness for human 
rights — was for years one 
small shaft of light in a 
closed society. 

The government left him 
alone because he had won its 
highest honors as a nuclear 
physicist and had an interna¬ 
tional following. That it now 
has moved against him, 
stripping away his honors 
and transporting him out of 
Moscow, is an ironic testa¬ 
ment to the power of one 
voice in a society of fear. 

For the West, for" Ameri¬ 
cans especially, the brutal 
Soviet actions are as severe 
a test as we have had in a 
long time. The test is of more 
than military strength. It is a 
psychological and moral 
challenge: a test of our matu¬ 
rity, our wisdom, our com¬ 
mitment. The details of our 
response will be debated in 
the months ahead. But some 
general principles ought to 
be clear. 

1. Whatever we undertake 
we must be prepared to 
carry through. Steadiness is 
vital. It is worse than useless 
to make fire-eating speeches 
about standing up to the Rus¬ 
sians and then to oppose a 
grain embargo for domestic 
political reasons. 

2. Hysteria has no place in 
our response. Loose remarks 
about the likelihood of nu-

clear war — the sort of com¬ 
ments apparently made to 
reporters in the White House 
the other day — ought to be 
absolutely ruled out. 

3. The response must in¬ 
volve not just governments 
but private organizations 
and citizens. Scientists have 
no business holding friendly 
meetings with Soviet count¬ 
erparts. for example, while 
Sakharov is treated as a pa¬ 
riah. Only the most fatuous 
of "sportsmen," pretending 
that the Olympics are non¬ 
political, will be prepared to 
boost Soviet prertige by 
going to Moscow for the 
games. 

4. The United States must 
take care to work with its 
allies, preventing what will 
surely be a Soviet attempt to 
divide the opposition. That 
again means steadiness and 
an absence of hysteria, reas¬ 
suring the Allies that Ameri¬ 
can policy has solid, lasting 
foundations. But it does not 
mean giving way to any 
friendly government's 
doubts. If the Germans or 
the French are obtuse about 
the legitimacy that the 
Olympics would bestow on 
Moscow, we should say so, 
forcefully. 

5. Self-righteousness is to 
be avoided. As we deplore 
the Soviet forces marching 
into Afghanistan and mur¬ 
dering its president, we 
Americans ought to remem¬ 
ber that we removed a prime 
minister in Iran once, and 
led a coup in Guatemala, and 
conspired against an elected 
^president in Chile. An illu¬ 
sion of innocence will not 
make us more effective now. 


The point is not innocence 
but an assertion of national 
interest — ours and many 
other countries’ — against 
the Soviet threat. 

6. Our military response 
should be carefully focused 
on the nature of the present 
threat. To talk about new 
systems of strategic 
weapons at this time is da- 
magingly irrelevant. The 
priority in military planning 
and spending must be for 
non-nuclear forces and 
means of deploying them 
quickly. Would it be credible 
to threaten nuclear war over 
an Afghanistan? 

7. We must not make the 
mistake of letting East-West 
concern blind us to the hard 
facts of local and regional 
situations. A classic exam¬ 
ple was the clumsy 1975 U.S. 
involvement with South 
African forces in the at¬ 
tempt to oppose the Cubans 
in Angola — an involvement 
that would have added to 
American burdens in Africa 
if it had continued. Similarly 
now we must be careful of 
entanglement with unstable 
regimes in southwest Asia. 

8. We - are going to go on 
living in the same world with 
the other nuclear super¬ 
powers, and We have to re¬ 
member that. Whatever 
happens now, the reasons for 
seeking some stability in 
strategic weapons — some 
rules of the game — will 
remain. We bear a shared 
responsibility. If the United 
States grows cold on the 
strategic arms treaty or in¬ 
troduces new theatre 
weapons in Europe, it should 
not be surprised at a Soviet 
reaction.

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The fact that a number of NATO 
leaders appear to accept the latest 
Soviet adventure casually and seem 
prepared to pursue a course of self-in¬ 
terest underlines our inability to learn 
from history. Their excuses sound like 
echoes from their counterparts of a 
half century ago. 

It is difficult to draw a line without 
sabre rattling. But a line should be 
drawn and sanctions should be applied 
until the Soviets withdraw from Afgh¬ 
anistan. The problem is finding some¬ 
thing that is likely to be effective. 

Cutting off wheat sales, for exam¬ 
ple, may be as hard on western farm¬ 
ers as it is on Eastern consumers. The 
history of economic boycott in bring¬ 
ing countries to their knees is one of 
dismal failure. 

Pulling out of the Olympic games 
would largely be aimed at Soviet 
pride. Certainly they Think of the 
games in terms of a propaganda ex¬ 
travaganza. just as Hitler did in 1936. 
But a partial boycott isn't going to 
convince the Soviets to restrict their 
foreign policy. Apart from bruised 


egos, the only effect would be a few 
less rubles converted into dollars. 

It’s in the money department that 
the west has the power to twist the 
bear's tail. Lenin once wrote that the 
west would lend the Soviets the money 
to buy the rope with which to hang it. 
That’s exactly what we have been 
doing. Western banks have more than 
$35 billion in net loans outstanding to 
countries behind the iron curtain — 
enough credit to acquire advanced 
western technology, finance a world 
wide espionage system and provide 
arms to revolutionary groups wher- 
- ever it serves Soviet interest. 

If we were really serious about 
curbing Soviet expansion before it’s 
too late we would cut off all credit. 
Future sales would be cash on the 
barrel-head plus an additional incre 
ment, say 50 per cent, in reduction of 
the loans already outstanding. 

This kind of action, which is long 
overdue, would force the Soviets to 
shift resources from the production of 
arms to better consumer goods, at¬ 
tractive enough to earn the foreign ex¬ 
change to pay for essential food and 
other imports. 

Extending credit for more rope 
doesn’t make sense.

History explains the friction 
on the India-Pakistan border 


CHANDIGARH, India — 
"Somewhere along the line 
we have to break this busi¬ 
ness of always having to 
react to what is happening in 
Pakistan,says one of 
India's leading intellectuals 
in New Delhi. 

But it is here in the Punjab 
on the Pakistan border and 
at the foothills of the Hima¬ 
layas that the intensity of 
Indo-Pakistan relations is 
felt strongest in India. 

Three times India and 
Pakistan have gone to war. 
Each time India has won. 
Anxiety that a fourth war 
might yet come — especially 
now that the United States is 
offering Pakistan arms be¬ 
cause of the Afghanistan cri¬ 
sis — nags at Punjabis. 

As a Punjabi student in the 
capital city of Chandigarh 
put it: “Every time the Unit¬ 
ed States has given Pakistan 
arms they have used thyn 
against us. Why should we 
think they will not use them 
against us again?” 

Another student added 
with pointed sarcasm: "We 
get our Soviet arms directly 
from the Soviet Union. We 
get our American arms f rom 
Pakistan.” 

As if to prove his point, 
American Patton tanks cap¬ 
tured by the Indians from 
the Pakistanis are mounted 
in prominent public places in 
several Punjabi towns. 

Pakistan's defence links 
with the United States have 
prompted India in the past to 
side with the Soviet Union, 
which has supplied it with 
substantial military hard¬ 
ware. This, in turn, has 
brought the charge that the 
Indians are pro-Moscow. 

But political and diplo¬ 
matic experts here in India 
are sure that Indira Gandhi, 
whose initial tilt to the So¬ 
viets on the Afghanistan 
situation caused a flutter in 
Washington, will not put her¬ 
self in Moscow's pocket. 
Mrs. Gandhi categorically 
stated in New Delhi Jan. 16. 
during British Foreign Sec¬ 
retary Lord Carrington’s 
visit, that India did not sup¬ 
port the Soviet actions in 
Afghanistan. She branded 
Moscow’s intervention as 
“unjustified." And India ab¬ 
stained in the U.N. vote con¬ 
demning Moscow’s Afghan 
invasion, rather than lining 
up with the Soviet bloc. 

In return for New Delhi's 
"more balanced” stance, 
the United States now is ex 
pected to allow the resume 
tion of previously suspended 
nuclear-fuel shipments to 
India.

First, Punjab is the home 
of the bearded and turbaned 
Sikhs. Sikhism is an offshoot 
of Hinduism, and in many 
ways a distinct religion.

They cite these statistics 
as evidence: West Punjab 
(Pakistan) at the timc_of 
partition got 62 per cent”of 
the area and inherited about 
69.9 per cent of the income of 
the joint province. It also got 
70 per cent of the canal-irri¬ 
gated area. 

By contrast, East Punjab 
(India) got only 38 per cent 
of the area and 30.1 per cent 
of the income of the former 
united province. In addition, 
it was an area highly defi¬ 
cient in food grains. 

Yet the combination of 
land and social reforms, the 
advent of the green revolu¬ 
tion. with its high-yield 
crops, plus the resourceful¬ 
ness of the Sikhs — consider¬ 
ed among the world's best 
farmers — have reversed 
that earlier bleak picture. 

And now, having lost so 
much in partition, and hav 
ing pulled themselves up by 
their farmers' bootstraps so 
that their agricultural per¬ 
formance now far surpasses 
that of Pakistan. Punjabis 
are concerned that they 
should not lose their hard 
won gains through a new 
outbreak of Indiari-Paki- 
stani hostilities.

With the continuing devaluation of 
human life, we should not be surprised 
to learn that small babies are being 
used for experimental purposes before 
being placed in incinerators. It., has 
happened in human history before and 
it is happening now in our country. 

Too many people would or could 
not believe such a thing would happen 
in a modern civilized nation like Ger¬ 
many, yet thousands of handicapped 
German children were allowed to 
starve to death in institutions such as 
the Eglfing-Haar state hospital. The 
indications for the child euthanasia 
program gradually w idened to include 
children with badly molded ears, bed 
wetting and learning difficulties. 

During the Nazi regime, Professor 
Julius liallervorden, a well known 
neuro pathologist, asked the central 
office of the euthanasia program to 
send him the brains of euthanasia ' 
victims for his microscopic studies. 
While the victims were still alive he 
gave instructions about how the brains 
should be removed, preserved and 
shipped to him. Altogether he got from 
psychiatric death institutions, no less 
than 600 brains from adults and chil¬ 
dren. 

A "fetal tissue bank" was founded 
in 1957 at the Royal Marsden Hospital 
in England, to collect dead fetuses for 
dissection and distribute the tissues 
for transplantation, biochemical and 
developmental research. The fetal 
material was collected from the 
operating theatres as soon as possible 
after pregnancy had been terminated 
and brought to the tissue bank on ice. 
The authors of a report in Lance 
(1977) initiated the investigation to 
find out whether it would be worth¬ 
while to obtain Jhe products of larger 
numhers_o£ 'disrupted fetuses" to 
identify organs for various purposes. 


They report data on organs of babies 
ahnrted after two to six months of 
pregnancy. 

Research supported by the Medi¬ 
cal Research Council of Canada used 
babies aborted by hysterotomy, per¬ 
formed because of "gyneco/social in¬ 
dications on otherwise healthy preg¬ 
nant women." The fetal blood of these 
babies aborted after 9 to 25 weeks of 
pregnancy, was obtained by cardiac 
puncture immediately after hystero¬ 
tomy. Fetal pituitary glands were ex¬ 
cised "without delay." Gonads and 
adrenals were obtained froma total of 
54 "human fetal specimens" delivered 
by hysterotomy. 

These were living babies of 
healthy women who chose to have an 
abortion. A needle was stuck into 
their hearts to get blood, their heads 
were opened to get pituitary glands 
and their bellies incised to get the sex 
and adrenal glands. 

In pre-war Nazi Germany, a collu¬ 
sion between a portion of the medical 
and legal professions removed the 
protection of human life and justi¬ 
fied experimentation. There is in¬ 
creasing evidence that a significant 
portion of our own medical and legal 
professions are becoming increasingly 
callous and utilitarian in their attitude 
toward life. Surely we have learned 
that when we stop granting every 
human, regardless of size, shape or 
quality, a right to full life, no one is 
safe from someone else's decision that 
some people are no longer useful 
to the state except for experimenta¬ 
tion and killing.

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Poisoning some wildlife 
starts death-chain reaction 


“Hello, George—remember you said that although I 
was going to marry Martin James you'd always be 
waiting for me if ever I should change my mind?" 


I sec that our Environment 
Minister, Stephen Rogers, 
has ordered that the wildlife 
branch use sodium mono- 
fluoroacetate, alias 1080, to 
poison bears, wolves and 
coyotes that are supposed to 
threaten livestock in this 
province. 

I wonder how many of 
your readers realize what 
utterly deplorable stuff 1080 
is. 

The minister says it docs 
not cause a cruel and hideous 
death. It is hard to under 
stand how this can be true of 
a poison which causes vio¬ 
lent convulsions and vomit¬ 
ing before its victim dies? 
(And on this subject Mr. 
Rogers is certainly not 
speaking from personal ex¬ 
perience!) 


The minister also says he 
expects to use no more than 
five grams of the poison this 
year. That certainly does not 
sound like very much—un¬ 
less you know, as many of 
the public pardonably don’t, 
that five grams will poison 
some 500 pounds of horse- 
meat thoroughly enough to 
kill a coyote that eats no 
more than 1.4 ounces of the 
bait. 

From the statement that 
1080 will be used to kill 
“bears, wolves and coy¬ 
otes," one might easily sup¬ 
pose that these were the only 
animals it would kill. That is 
not so. It is lethal for any 
carnivorous bird or mam¬ 
mal. They do not even have 
to eat the actual set bait in 
order to die. 1080 does not

break down in the body of its 
victim, which may run some 
miles before dying: and 
there it can cause the death 
of any creature that feeds on 
it—including cougars, foxes, 
fishers, martins, wolver¬ 
ines, ravens, and all car¬ 
rion eating hawks, including 
the Golden and Bald 
Eagles. 

Since it is always sensible 
and businesslike to produce 
as accurate as possible a 
statement on the profit and 
loss of any operation, citi¬ 
zens have a right to hear 
from the minister how much 
the damage done by bears, 
wolves and coyotes is costing 
our stock-raisers—in other 
words, just how many sheep 
and cattle do bears, wolves 
and coyotes really kill? 

The public at large has a 
right to be informed on all 
aspects of this matter be¬ 
cause the wildlife of the 
province is the property of 
all the citizens of the pros 
ince, and not of any got 
ernment department.

in the upper reaches of the 
Morice River (which be¬ 
comes the Bulkley River at 
Houston). After the enor¬ 
mous expenditure of effort 
and money on the Salmonid 
Enhancement Program in 
the province, it is nefarious 
to put two important sources 
of salmon at risk. 

The second suurce at risk 
is the spawning grounds of 
the sockeye in the Fraser 
River. Alcan has indicated 
that the spillover from the 
Kemano I reservoir will be 
significantly reduced. Clean 
water sources such as this 
arc vital to dilute the pollu¬ 
tion created at Prince 
George and Quesnel by their 
mushrooming populations 
and pulp mills. Loss of this 


water source could (rip the 
delicate balance in the 
Fraser and create a "pollu¬ 
tion block" to salmon mi¬ 
grating upstream. 

Aside from the environ¬ 
mental considerations, are 
the risks incurred offset by 
the creation of new jobs for 
British Columbians during 
me construction phase and 
at the Kitimat smelter? The 
construction crews are sel¬ 
dom recruited from the local 
residents, coming instead 
from the lower mainland and 
out of province sources to fill 
these temporary jobs. 

B.C. Hydro has an agree¬ 
ment with Alcan to purchase 
any "extra" power left over 
from the smelter. This could 
be regarded as being benefi¬ 
cial to (he people of British 
Columbia but I suspect that 
the residents of Oregon and 
Washington are going to 
benefit more than we will 


with (he profits accruing to 
B.C. Hydro. 

We have in this province a 
heritage of natural resource 
almost unparalleled in Can 
ada but they are finite.

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Clark’s ‘working group’ puzzles Canadian Olympic officials 


MONTREAL (CP) - Dick Pound, president of the Ca¬ 
nadian Olympic Association, said Friday his organization 
is not aware of any working group established by Prime 
Minister Joe Clark with the Quebec and Montreal gov¬ 
ernments to consider preparations for a possible Mon¬ 
treal Olympics. 

Representatives of the city and the Olympic installa¬ 
tions board, which operates the main Olympic stadium, 
velodrome and swimming pools, also said they were 
unaware of any group. 

Clark said at a news conference in Ottawa his gov¬ 
ernment is prepared to seriously consider a boycott of 
the Moscow Olympics, and could take steps to prevent 
Canadian athletes from participating in the Games by 
withdrawal of financial assistance. 


He said he still hopes the International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee can be convinced to remove the Games from 
Moscow if the Soviet Union does not withdraw its troops 
from Afghanistan. 

The prime minister said a working group has been es¬ 
tablished with Quebec and the City of Montreal to see 
what sites from the 1976 Summer Games here would 
be available if the Olympics were moved to Canada. 

Pound said it seems “very strange" that such a group 
could be formed without the Olympic association being 
advised or consulted on the matter. 

It has been suggested in some circles that Canadian 
athletes could attend and take part in the Games in 
Moscow, but carry out a symbolic boycott. This could 
take the form of boycotting the opening, closing and 


medal ceremonies. This, however, would be contrary 
to Olympic rules and protocol. Pound said. 

Technically, Montreal would have to apply to the Canadian 
Olympic Association for the right to stage the Games, and 
the association in turn appeal to the International Olympic 
Committee. 

Gerry Snyder, vice-president of revenue for the 1976 
Games and Mayor Jean Drapeau's top sports adviser, 
said it was possible the prime minster had spoken to 
the mayor, "but if any group has been formed, I'm not 
aware of it." 

Monique Houde, chief of communications for the in¬ 
stallations board, said: "There have been only rumors of 
such a committee, but the board has heard nothing definite 
about it." 


Premier Rene Levesque has said the provincial gov¬ 
ernment wants nothing to do with the movement to take 
the Games away from Moscow. However, if a decision 
is made to move the Games to Montreal, the premier 
acknowledged Thursday, the province will have to be in 
solved in their organization. 

Officials have been unwilling to speculate on how much 
it might cost to hold the Olympics here again, but un¬ 
official estimates begin around half-a-billion dollars. It is 
widely believed the provincial government would demand 
that Ottawa foot the bill. 

The city and province are still paying off the debt from 
the 1976 Games, which cost $ 1.2 billion. That price in¬ 
cluded the cost of building the facilities now in place. 


Support of Carter 
spreading in west

Sentiment appeared to be 
growing Friday among 
Western governments, in¬ 
cluding Canada, to support 
President Carter’s call for a 
boycott of the Moscow 
Olympics in retaliation for 
the Soviet military interven¬ 
tion in Afghanistan. 

Moscow has remained 
largely silent on the issue. 
«iit tiicTr SoSi situilg indi¬ 
cation Friday that the coun¬ 
tries of black Africa will not 
heed the boycott call. 

Abraham Ordia of Nige¬ 
ria, re elected president of 
the 49-member Supreme 
Council for Sport in Africa, 
was quoted as saying: "Afri¬ 
ca will be there in full force. 
We will not boycott the 
Games." 

He accused Western coun 
tries of mixing sports and 
politics, referring to the 
same accusation levelled at 
Africa for its boycott of the 
1976 Montreal Games. Most 
African countries pulled out 
of the 1976 games because of 
participation by New Zea¬ 
land. which had sporting 
contacts with racially-segre 
gated South Africa. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Clark, who originally 
said he did not favor a boy¬ 
cott, indicated at a news con¬ 
ference Friday that Ot¬ 


tawa's stand on the issue 
was hardening. 

Although Clark said he 
would not go as far as cancel¬ 
ling passports, he said he 
might withdraw financial 
aid to athletes. 

Also on Friday, the Neth¬ 
erlands government asked 
that country's National 
Olympic Committee not to 
send a team to the Games. 

NGC Chairman Jacobus 
Idenburg said the committee 
would take the cabinet's ad¬ 
vice into consideration. 
However, as with many 
Olympic committee’s in the 
West, including the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, the 
NOC indicated little enthusi¬ 
asm for the move. 

“JVe asked the govern¬ 
ment why sport should be 
used as a spearhead and we 
expressed our doubts about 
the effect which such a great 
sacrifice by sportsmen 
would have,” Idenburg 
said. 

He said the committee’s 
decision would be influenced 
"By the decision of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee. U.S. 
Olympic officials, also luke¬ 
warm to the idea, were ex¬ 
pected to discuss the issue at 
a meeting this weekend.

Britain, China, Australia 
and New Zealand have also 
indicated they support the 
U.S. position. 

In Bonn, Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher told 
Soviet Ambassador Vladi¬ 
mir Semyonov on Friday 
that West Germany expects 
Moscow to “create pre-con¬ 
ditions for all states to take 
part in the Olympic 
Galucs."' —” 

Saudi Arabia and Oman 
have already said they will 
not send teams to the Games 
and other Islamic countries 
meet today in Islamabad. 
Pakistan, to discuss the So¬ 
viet intervention in Moslem 
Afghanistan. That meeting 
may also add to the list of 
boycott countries. 

The Soviet Union has 
largely ignored Washing¬ 
ton’s boycott appeal, hoping 
the move will get bogged 
down in opposition f rom ath¬ 
letes and sports organiza¬ 
tions. 

There was no official com¬ 
ment on Thursday night’s 
overwhelming vote in the 
U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives in favor of boycotting 
the Games or having them 
moved to another site. 

In earlier references to the 
world wide debate, the offi¬ 
cial Soviet media has por¬ 
trayed the U.S.-led move as 
“a Washington intrigue" and 
given prominence to opposi¬ 
tion to it around the world 
from sportsmen and sport¬ 
ing organizations. 

Diplomats in Moscow said 
the official silence on how 
the Kremlin should react to 
save its multi-million-dollar 
investment in the Games 
showed that no official line 
has yet been chosen and offi¬ 
cials preferred to play a 
waiting game. 

Although both Canada and 
Britain have offered to stage 
some of the events in Mon¬ 
treal and London, the Mos¬ 
cow organizers — with five 
years of preparation behind 
them — believe this would be 
impossible. 

They are supported by-the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee, whose rules forbid 
cancelling, postponing or 
moving the Games to an¬ 
other site.

— were fined $500 but not 
suspended while every other 
Boston player in uniform for 
the Dec. 23 game, except 
goalie Gerry Cheevers, was 
fined $200. Cheevers left the 
ice at the final buzzer and 


was in the dressing room 
when the altercation spread 
into the stands. 

The $200 fines were as¬ 
sessed against Dick Red¬ 
mond, Ray Bourque, Rick 
Smith, Gary Doak, Brad 
McCrimmon, Bob Miller, 
Rick Middleton, Stan Jon¬ 
athan, Bobby Lalonde, 
Dw ight Foster and Tom Son- 
gin. 

Ziegler’s written decision 
also carried a warning that 
fans were liable to legal ac¬ 
tion if they antagonize play¬ 
ers. 

“We will not tolerate the 
abuse of our players or offi¬ 
cials or other personnel," he 
said. "Anyone who chooses 
to conduct himself in a disor¬ 
derly fashion can expect that 
our clubs and the league will 
utilize all legal remedies to 
deter and remedy such 
abuse." 

In disclosing the penalties. 
Ziegler said: 

"Although they (the 
Bruins) believed their ac¬ 
tions were necessary to repel 
and restrain attacks upon 
them and to defend fellow 
team members, such a be¬ 
lief. no matter how reason¬ 
able, is not justified or an 
excuse for violations of the 
principles that no league or 
club employee, official or 
player is to engage in con¬ 
frontations with spectators 
or to enter into spectator 
areas." 

At Atlanta, Willi Plett 
fired home a backhand shot 
w ith 19 seconds remaining to 
give the Flames the tie.

Distinguished mem¬ 
bers of the Victoria bowl- 
ing scene for many 
years, Johnston and 
Lysne are to be inducted 
into the Hall tonight dur¬ 
ing the annual bowling 
awards banquet at the 
Bayshore Inn in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

Johnston, a bowler 
since 1931 and secretary

of the Victoria Senior 
Tenpin League for 47 
years, is being honored 
for meritorious service to 
the tenpin game but could 
easily have earned the 
honor for his bowling 
prowess. 

Mrs. Lysne is being 
rewarded for her fine fi- 
vepin bowling over the 
years and for her devo¬ 
tion to promotion of the 
game. 

Both Johnston and 
Lysne have been deeply 
involved with the youth 
movement in the game 
and have donated much 
time to teaching and en¬ 
couraging youngsters. 

In recent years John¬ 
ston. 67, could be seen in a 
familiarpo.se instructing 
school children during 
the afternoons at May- 
fair Lanes. 

He had to take some 
time off last fall when he 
fell off a, ladder and frac¬ 
tured his right knee — 
because he's a lefthander 
that’s his sliding knee — 
but as soon as he was 
able, he was back in¬ 
structing students most 
days of the week. 

Johnston was a 190- 
average bowler during 
most of the 1930s but 
most of his achievements 
weren't recognized offi¬ 
cially because Victoria 
wasn't a member of the 


American Bowling Con¬ 
gress. 

He rolled series of 720 
and 729 before the ABC 
arrived. 

Johnston was a key 
mover in getting Victoria 
into the ABC and he was 
the first British Colum¬ 
bian to win an ABC award 
when he rolled a 299 game 
in 1940. 

He played on several 
city championship teams 
and twice won the Vic¬ 
toria singles champion¬ 
ship in both the handicap 
and scratch divisions. 

Lysne, a resident of 
Victoria since 1941, first 
started bowjing in 1933 
when husband Jack was 
involved in the Korean 
conflict. 

Even though she had 
rolled a 386 game in her 
second ever game in open 
bowling she needed prod¬ 
ding from a friend to join 
a league. 

It was an RCMP 
League that bowled in the 
old Strathcona Lanes 
<<now the Old Forge Caba¬ 
ret). 

Lysne used to bowl as 
often four times a week 
and at her peak sported 
an average of 249. She 
now plays three times a 
week at Town and Coun¬ 
try Lanes and although 
arthritis has caused her 
average to drop she still 


has the touch as she 
proved last Wednesday. 

That was the day Lysne 
learned she was being in¬ 
ducted into the Hall. She 
promptly went out and 
rolled 410, 327 and 260 for 
her best series ever of 997 
and she added a 266 for 
her best classic series of 
1263. 

Lysne has belonged to 
the Friday Sons Of Nor¬ 
way League since 1959 
and she also bowl* in the 
Wednesday Night Majors 
and the Monday Mixed 
Classic. 

A life member of the 
Victoria Fivepin Asso¬ 
ciation she is a certified 
"A” instructor, has been 
a director of the B.C. 
Bowlers Association 
since 1959 and is a direc¬ 
tor of both the Master 
Bowlers Association of 
B.C. and the Bowling 
Federation of B.C. 

Mrs. Lysne won the 
Victoria women’s fivepin 
title in its inaugural year 
1970, and won again in 
1976 and she won the 
B.C. singles title in 1969 
and 1972. She went to the 
national championships 
both times and finished 
second in 1969 and fourth 
in 1972. 

She was presented with 
the “Outstanding 
Achievement” awards 
by the Bowlers Associa¬ 


tion of B.C. in 1969, 1971, 
1972, 1974 and 1977. 

A total of 10 bowlers 
are to be inducted to¬ 
night bringing the total in 
the Hall to 53. The other 
inductees are tenpinners 
Jack Major of North Van¬ 
couver, Who once bowled 
on the PBA tour, Wayne 
Sargent of Burnaby, 
Woody White of Kam¬ 
loops, Gabe Schulli of 
Surrey, Herb Stewart of 
Maple Ridge.

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) - Hartford Whalers 
have fined forward Nick Fotiu for his actions after 
being ordered to the bench in Thursday night's 
National Hockey League game with Montreal 
Canadiens.

The amount of the fine 
was not disclosed. 

Jack Kelley, director 
of hockey operations for 
the Whalers, met with 
Fotiu and afterward an¬ 
nounced the fine. 

"We had a long talk,” 
Kelley said. "Nick is 
sorry for last night's inci¬ 
dent and said he did not 
mean to embarrass 
either the club or coach 
Blackburn." 

Fotiu issued a state 
ment which said: "It was 
a matter of being deeply 
frustrated. It's some¬ 
thing that has been build 
ing up in me for several 
months, ever since last year's Stanley Cup play¬ 
offs 

I did not mean to hurt the team or coach Black 
burn. He's an outstanding man and a very good 
friend of mine. I respect him very much." he said 
in his statement. 

Blackburn's strategy in the contest against Mon 
treal was to have Lafleur shadowed by one of 
two wingers. Pat Boutette or Jordy Douglas 

Springfield, Mass. 

Fotiu, w ho wanted the opportunity to play against 
Lafleur in the contest also thought he should have 
received more playing time in the Stanley Cup 
playoffs last season, when he was playing with New 
York Rangers against the Canadiens. 

The Whalers claimed Fotiu from the Rangers 
in an expansion draft last June.

NEW YORK (AP) — The U.S. dollar rose against all 
major currencies in late foreign exchange trading Fri¬ 
day and the price of gold, which peaked Monday at 
$875, skidded to about $634 gs speculators continued to 
cash in on bullion’s recent price surge. Gold was quoted by 
Republic National Bank late in the day at $635, down sharply 
from Thursday’s $680. 


Before trading began in New York, the dollar had 
made marginal gains against key world currencies in 
apathetic trading.

Ruud lived the life of a speed 
freak, drug pusher, hustler 
and thief By his accounts. 
Ruud should be dead today. 

He narrowly escaped 
death when he was slabbed 
in the abdomen by his bud 
dies during the planning of 
an armed robbery.

gregation, some of whom 
were from Knox United 
Church in Parksville, he told 
how the building, once a 
bunkhouse in one of the Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel camps, had in 
1934 been placed on the spot 
where it is today as a church. 
At a later date, in 1954, the 
minister at that time wanted 
to start a Sunday school and 
encouraged the community 
to add an adttoion. This was 
done and it is attached to the 
church to this day. 

Van Holst went on to say 
that although there was a 
feeling of sadness, there was 
also joy and thanks to be 
given for the spiritual and 
financial growth the ennyre- 
gation had achieved, espe¬ 
cially over the last three 
years. 

"To enable us to reach out 
and grow it was necessary 
for the time being to join the 
other part of our family, the 
Knox United Church at 
Parksville in the pastoral 
charge, until such time as we 
could build another church 
in Nanoose. thus opening the 
door to the possibilities of 
greater growth and love to 
our fellow man,” he said. 

He left the congregation 
with this thought: "With God 
everything that seems im¬ 
possible to us becomes pos¬ 
sible with Him.” 

So as the door closed on the 
little while church for the 
last time at Nanoose Bay, 
another page of history of 
that community has been 
written.

to be shown giving him inspiration and direction as he 
writes. 

Caravaggio was an uneomprising uoung artist, and 
he painted Matthew as the Gospel record suggested to 
his artist's imagination. He showed a bald, rough-bearded, 
rudely-clothed barefoot old man. He is writing in a book 
which he holds awkwardly, and as he writes his brow is 
anxiously furrowed. By Matthew’s side the artist painted a 
youthful angel: the angel is carefully guiding the old man's 
hand as a teacher guides the hand of a child learning to write. 
This picture sounds a note of realism. 

When the artist affixed his painting to the altar, the au¬ 
thorities were shocked by what they deemed to be great 
disrespect to Matthew, the disciple of Jesus. They indignant¬ 
ly rejected it and ordered Caravaggio to try it again. 

In his second painting he showed a rather different 
Matthew. This one has a more benign look self-assured and 
well-scrubbed; and his head is crowned with a delicate halo. 
And the angel, this time an ethereal creature, hovers over 
him rather than stand beside him as in the first picture. 

Caravaggio was a good painter, and his second pic¬ 
ture is, technically, a good one. But lacks the realism 
and the sincerity of the first one. The first painting shows 
Matthew as a very ordinary sort of man, the real Matt¬ 
hew of the New Testament. But the Matthew of the sec¬ 
ond painting is simply a character in a pious fable. 

The Matthew of Caravaggio's first painting, the Matth¬ 
ew of the Gospel records, was made of clay. When wc first 
see him we see a rather disreputable man, sitting in the 
custom-house of Capernaum, earning his living by methods 
which entail fleecing Ilfs cotmtrymcn. He’s not the kind of 
man you'd care to buy a second-hand car from. By common- 
sense standards he is most unpromising material for 
discipleship—not the kind of man who would be made to 
feel at home in most Christian congregations today. 
But Jesus made a disciple of him. 

Matthew, the real Matthew, was one of us. He had the 
same confused aims and mixed motives that you and I 
have. He was the amalgam of saint and sinner, of angel 
and beast, that you and I are. In his inner life he experi¬ 
enced the stresses and anxieties that we experience. 

Caravaggio’s two paintings demonstrate that disciple- 
ship is not only for spiritual supermen and superwomen, but 
is also for very ordinary persons, persons with weaknesses 
and shortcomings, and character aberrations—persons like 
you and me. 

Jesus didn’t worry about.anyone's past, but he recog¬ 
nized the possibilities in everyone. We avoid the chal¬ 
lenge of faith when we assume that those who take his 
way in faith must be made of special clay—much better 
than the raw material of which we are made. All of 
Jesus' disciples were made of common clay—so there is 
hope for you and me.

Tories vow troops 


Esquimalt-Saanich Liber¬ 
al candidate Gerry Kristian- 
son, who accuses all par¬ 
ties—including his own—of 
playing politics with the oil 
tanker threat to the B.C. 
coastline, has proposed for¬ 
mation of a 13 member in¬ 
ternational committee to 
deal with the problem. 

"There are some issues in 
public life which are more 
important than mere party 
or inter governmental divi¬ 
sion." Kristianson said in an 
address to the Lady Laurier 
Club, a Liberal organization. 
"The threat to our coastline 
and marine environment is 
one such issue." 

Political parties and politi¬ 
cians have been sniping at 
each other since President 
Carter put his stamp of ap 
proval on the Northern Tier 
pipeline proposal, something 
that would mean greatly in 
creased oil tanker traffic be 
tween Alaska and Port An¬ 
geles. 

Liberal Leader Pierre 
Trudeau has blamed the 
short-lived Conservative 
government for sitting back 
and allowing the situation to 
reach this point Victoria 
area NDP candidates have 
suggested that Canada exert 


pressure on the U.S. One 
weapon would be the pro¬ 
posed increase in the sale of 
natural gas to that country. 

Accusing parties and poli¬ 
ticians of trying to “take 
partisan advantage of the 
situation," Kristianson 
said: 

"No party's record on this 
issue is unblemished, and I 
include the Liberal Party in 
this statement. Further¬ 
more, British Columbia’s in¬ 
terests are not well served 
either by irresponsible sug¬ 
gestions of an economic boy¬ 
cott of the U.S.A. or by fool¬ 
ish proposals to keep tankers 
more than 206 miles off¬ 
shore." 

The suggestion that the 
tankers be kept 200 miles out 
was made at an all-candi¬ 
dates meeting Wednesday 
night by Donald Munro, 
seeking re-election as a Con¬ 
servative in Esquimalt- 
Saanich in the Feb. 18 na¬ 
tional election.

NDP scoffs at rout 


OTTAWA (CP) — Jolting through the 
Northwest Territories and four provinces 
this week, NDP Leader Ed Broadbent in¬ 
sisted the rout his party suffered in the 
1974 election would not be repeated Feb. 
18. 

Vet the release of two polls showing the 
Liberals’ well ahead and the NDP slipping 
prompted the inevitable questions on 
whether the NDP might again be squeezed 
out. 

Broadbent refused to comment on polls 
by the CTV television network and Gallup 
giving the Liberals leads ol up to 21 per¬ 
centage points in popular support. Such a 
lead, if carried through to election day, 


would give the Liberals a majority govern¬ 
ment. 

"But I think the smile on my face will 
indicate I'm not unhappy with the resulls 
at all and when the election comes, the 
actual result, I think, will be significantly 
different," Broadbent said.

Publisher paying off 
debts and hoping 
to make a comeback

Thu International Year 
of the Child is over, and 
so is a pioneer children’s 
magazines published in 
Canada. 

Victorian Evelyn Sa¬ 
muel confirmed this 
week that she has sus¬ 
pended indefinitely pub¬ 
lication of her three- 
year-old Canadian Chil¬ 
dren's Magazine, and is 
trying to sell properly 
she owns in Alberta to 
help pay off her debts. 

The magazine, started 
on a shoestring with 
money from a mortgaged 
house, loans, and volun 
leer help, attracted 12.000 
subscribers, but without 
advertising revenue or 
grants, it could not sur- 
vlve, __ 

"EVERYTHING was 
tried," Samuel said in an 
interview. "A proposal 
went to the International 
Year of the Child com¬ 
mittee in Victoria, but 
that w as turned dow n by 
the minister (Grace 
McCarthy)." 

Another Canadian pub- 


lisher of children's 
books, May Cutler of 
Tundra Books, also gave 
up publishing for juve¬ 
niles during the Interna¬ 
tional Year of the Child. 

“She’s just decided she 
won’t hit her head 
against a brick wall any 
more,” Samuel com¬ 
mented. 

As a last resort to save 
Canadian Children's 
Magazine. Samuel decid¬ 
ed to allow advertising 
into the publication. 

"I was able to come up 
with a format that would 
satisfy my standards," 
she said. The ads would 
have appeared in supple¬ 
ment form, and each 
would have to include an 
activity. 

"1 failed to realize that 
major advertisers set 
their budgets and make 
- their-commitment-s a 
year in advance. If I had 
had enough money to 
carry on for a while, that 
might have developed 
into Something that 
would make the project 
viable, but I had left it too 
lute.” 

She’s disappointed, but 
refuses to admit total de¬ 
feat.

She has been offered 
some help from corpora 
tions for the magazine, 
but feels that a founda¬ 
tion would be more suc¬ 
cessful in getting sup¬ 
port. 

‘in that case aid to the 
publication would be a 


tax deduction for a cor¬ 
poration. 

“A foundation is the 
only way to run an ideal¬ 
istic project like this, be¬ 
cause there’s no money in 
it as a business. 

“If I were a smart busi¬ 
ness person, I would be 
publishing pornography, 
or at least some maga¬ 
zine that could accept li¬ 
quor ads and similar ma¬ 
terial.” 

AT ONE TIME, she 
said. B.C. Magazine had 
expressed an interest in 
taking over production 
but decided it would not 
be economical. 

"I suggested a chil¬ 
dren’s section in the ex¬ 
isting magazine, but the 
answer was a survey had 
shown the readership 
was amongst the 25 to 
10 year old age group, 
and therefore children 
don’t read the maga¬ 
zine. 

"These are the homes 
where the kids are. and a 
children's section could 
Have fitted in. If there 
were something in it for 
kids they would read 
it.” 

The last issue of the 
‘ trfagazine was published" 
in June. 

“I feel strong enough to 
make a statement now," 
said Samuel, who has 
spent the intervening 
period looking for ways 
and means of keeping her 
brainchild alive, and sell¬ 
ing everything to pay off 
debts. 

“I should write to 


magazine subscribers 
and explain, but that 
alone would cost around 
$5,000. and that's money I 
just don’t have.” 

The magazine enjoyed 
a cross-Canada circula¬ 
tion. About one-third of 
the subscribers were 
teachers who used the 
magazine in the class¬ 
room. 

The magazine was the 
first Canadian magazine 
produced specifically for 
children. It contained 
sections dealing with Ca¬ 
nadian history and geo¬ 
graphy, and also dealing 
with politics, national 
issues, and individual 
problems—big problems 
such as being retarded or 
deaf, or smaller prob¬ 
lems like being fat or 
stuttering. 

CHILDREN were en¬ 
couraged to state their 
views on a number of 
issues, ranging from vio¬ 
lence in sport and the 
Mackenzie pipeline, to 
their opinions of par¬ 
ents. 

A regular feature dealt 
with children at work- 
movie actors, and chil¬ 
dren hel ping out i n fam 
ily slore/jvand another 
with th^adult world of 
work. 

Some features were 
presented in cartoon 
form, others in regular 
columns. 

But all that is over now. 
at least for the time 
being, while Samuel re¬ 
trenches, and looks for 
more secure support.

Anglicans choose 
from own diocese 


VGH, Jubilee 
abortion rule 
split hinted 


The controversy over re- 
\ icw of abortion applications 
by hospital therapeutic 
abortion committees could 
take an interesting twist 
next w eek at a meeting of the 
Victoria General Hospital 
board, the board chairman 
said Friday. 

Theltospllal board will 
have to decide whether to 
follow past practice, and ap¬ 
prove the membership of the 
therapeutic abortion com¬ 
mittee appointed by Royal 
Jubilee Hospital, or whether 
to stick w ith its own abortion 
committee alone. 

In the past, the two general 
hospitals have each appoint¬ 
ed their own therapeutic 
abortion committees, but 
approved the membership of 
the committee appointed by 
the other hospital as well. 
The two committees have 
then been able to share the 
workload of reviewing abor¬ 
tion applications by meeting 
on alternate months and ap 
proving applications for 
abortions to be carried out at 
either hospital. 

The medical staff of the 
two hospitals is nearly iden 
tidal, particularly among 
general practitioners. 

Tlte committee at Victoria 
General, just recently ap¬ 
pointed after members of 
the previous committee re¬ 
signed. has required sub 
stantially greater proof of 
t he danger to the life or 
health of the mother, as out¬ 


lined in the Criminal Code, in 
approving applications for 
abortions, than similar com 
mittees have required in the 
past. The Royal Jubilee 
committee has continued the 
practice of approving about 
!l!l per cent of the applica¬ 
tions. 

If the Victoria General 
board approves the Royal 
Jubilee committee it will 
then have appointed two 
committees to do the same 
job. but with diametrically 
opposed viewpoints, Alan 
Patterson said Friday. 

Patterson said the VGH 
board’s quality assurance 
committee.has met with its 
therapeutic abortion com¬ 
mittee to gain a better un¬ 
derstanding of the approach 
being taken by the commit¬ 
tee, but the quality assur¬ 
ance committee will not be 
making a recommendation 
to the board next week. 

"It’s up to the whole board 
to make a decision on this." 

Patterson added that re¬ 
cent statements that VGH 
has an abortion clinic (the 
hospital previously handled 
about two-thirds of the abor¬ 
tions in the region) were un¬ 
true. The hospital has a high- 
quality day-care surgical 
unit, which proved to be a 
popular place to do abor¬ 
tions, but abortions consti¬ 
tuted only a small proportion 
of the medical procedures 
performed there, he said. 



Archdeacon Hywel Jones, 
rector of St. Mary’s Church 
in Oak Bay, is the new Angli¬ 
can bishop of the diocese 
of British Columbia. 

Jones was chosen Friday 
from 15 nominated candi¬ 
dates by 202 voting delegates 
from all parishes In the dio¬ 
cese, which covers Vancou¬ 
ver Island and the Gulf Is¬ 
lands. 

Jones was nominated in a 
previous election for the 
bishop’s post, vacated by Rt. 
Rev. F. Roy Gartrell, who is 
retiring after 10 years as 
head of the church’s affairs 
in this diocese. 

The selection was an¬ 
nounced shortly after 5 p.m.. 
after the 115 lay and 59 cleri¬ 
cal delegates each had a 
fifth ballot which gave Jones 
a simple majority. 

Anglican sources said 

th ere was "a fair amount of 

rejoicing" over the fact that 
for the first time since the 
U)20s, the synod had chosen 
someone from within the 
diocese to be its pastoral 
leader. 

Jones has been rector at 
St. Mary's since 1956. Re¬ 
garded as a traditionalist, he 
is one of the three most se¬ 
nior priests in the diocese 
and is 61 years of age. 

Jones won out over an 
Episcopal bishop from 
Northern Argentina, four 
other bishops from smaller 
Canadian dioceses, five se¬ 
nior clergymen from within 
the diocese, and three other 
clergy from outside the dio¬ 
cese. 

Born in Wales, where his 
father was chaplain to a Ca¬ 
nadian expeditionary force 
during the First World War. 
Jones moved with his family 
at an early age to Saskatche 
wan, where he graduated 
from Emmanuel Theologi¬ 
cal College. Saskatoon, in 
1942. He was ordained in Ed¬ 
monton the same year. 

He spent a number of 
years serving Alberta 
parishes before moving to 
Qualicum Beach in 1947 and 
later to Victoria, where he 
was.incumbent of the Col- 
wood-Langford parish u ntil, 
he moved-to Oak Bav. ' 


'Entire 
career 
purely 
pastoral’

"I'm probably the most 
reluctant bishop you ever 
saw.” 

With those modest 
words, Hywel (pro¬ 
nounced hugh-well) 
James Jones started off a 
Colonist interview only 
hours after his election 
by the B.C. Anglican 
Synod. 

Jones, w ho looks fit and 
healthy at the grandfath- 
erly age of 61, said his 
entire career had been 
purely pastoral "and I 
can't be anything else. 
My whole connection 
with people has been 
through pastoral care." 

He said he had dis¬ 
couraged people who 
wanted to nominate him 
for the post "until about a 
month ago, when the 
pressure got too great." 

Theoretically he could 
serve nine years in the 
post before mandatory 
retirement at 70. 

Earlier, he told the 
delegates who had elect¬ 
ed him that being a bish¬ 
op "was never one of my 
great ambitions." 

He said it was all too 
easy in these days when 
people are anxious to ex¬ 
plore new ideas and new 
values to dismiss tradi¬ 
tions as old-fashioned, 
but hoped that as bishop 
he would be able to en¬ 
courage people in pa¬ 
tience, understanding 
and appreciation of other 
points of view. 

Jones told the Colonist 
he wants to visit regular¬ 
ly with the priests in the 
diocese to get an under 
standing of their prob¬ 
lems. He is dedicated to 
obtaining an understand¬ 
ing of the various view-

points and approaches to 
the ministry. 

"The church is a living 
thing throughout the Is¬ 
land. more than just 
buildings, it is people." 

He is interested in pro¬ 
moting ecumenism and 
said he was pleased with 
the progress made in un¬ 
derstanding between An 
glicans and their Roman 
Catholic and non-con 
formist Christian breth¬ 
ren in the past 10 to 15 
years. 

As to ordination of 
women priests—some¬ 
thing sanctioned by the 
Anglican Church in Can¬ 
ada but never carried 
out in the B.C. diocese— 
Jones said he feels the 
matter of ordination to 
the priesthood is some¬ 
thing that should be set¬ 
tled by delegates to 
synod, which will next 
meet in May. 

No date has been set for 
his installation, but it w ill 
probably be early in 
May. 

Jones said he intends to 
continue to reside in Oak 
Bay and hopes to still 
find a few rare hours off 
from his duties to keep up 
with his reading and play 
the piano.

Whether he will have his 
answer on time appears 
questionable in the late 


going. Shipping experts say 
there are maybe half a dozen 
passenger ships scattered 
around the world which 
could satisfactorily replace 
the Marguerite. 

But they add that only one 
could be brought to Victoria 
and prepared in time for this 
summer's run scheduled to 
start in May. 

The ong vessel capable of 
replacing the Marguerite 
and boosting her passenger 
load of 180.000 visitors to 
Victoria last year is the 
Queen of Surrey. 

And the Surrey, at this 
point, is in the Burrard ship¬ 
yard in Vancouver being 
torn apart internally and re¬ 
vamped for the Port Hardy

run. 

Fraser’s problem is not an 
enviable one. It has been 
faced but never answered by 
four cabinet ministers be¬ 
fore him.

In between 
trips he had lost control of 
the Marguerite to Fraser. 

Fraser waited. 

All he would say was that a 
search was on for a replace¬ 
ment, that the only positive 


decision was that the Mar¬ 
guerite had made her last 
trip but that a decision on her 
replacement would be made 
“before the end of Janu 
/ary,"--- 

The crux of the problem 
lies with the B.C. Ferry 
Corp., owner of the Surrey. 
The corporation says the 
ship is their ship and they are 
determined to run her be¬ 
tween Port Hardy and 
Prince Rupert, even though 
she does not have the dock 
ing facilities to handle her on 
the north-central coast. 

On the day Phillips and 
Fraser were to make their 
joint announcement that the 
Surrey would be the Mar¬ 
guerite's replacement, the 
board of directors was called 


together by Fraser to ac¬ 
quaint them with the deci¬ 
sion. 

The board members 
threatened Fraser with 
wholesale resignations if he 
stripped them of the Surrey 
without a replacement for 
the north. 

In the face of that threat, 
he and Phillips backed down, 
and the fate of the Seattle-

in the balance. 

Premier Bennett entered 
the struggle for the Surrey 
late last year when he asked 
Finance Minister Hugh 
Curtis to chair a three-man 
cabinet team to find a solu¬ 
tion. On the team were Edu¬ 
cation Minister Brian Smith 
and Fraser. 


Fraser said, again, dipt a 
decision would be made be 
fore the end of January. 

In the meantime, the Mar¬ 
guerite, which will show a 
$250,000 clear profit when 
the books are made public 
later this year ($600,000 if 
you mtt money earmarked 
for anhual paint and spruce 
up back in the pot), lies cold 
and silent at her Belleville 
Street dock. 

And a few miles away the 
Surrey every day gets a little 
further away from being the 
ideal, easy replacement. 

Fraser will be back in town 
late Wednesday night or 
early Thursday morning.

‘icing 
on cake’ 


Victorians will soon be able to stroll, sip tea or have 
a drink surrounded by one of the most luxuriant indoor 
jungles this side of Paradise. 

After months of work, the Crystal Garden's exotic 
indoor garden is almost complete al a cost of about $75.- 
000 . 

' Opening March 28, the garden features $12,000 
worth of tropical trees and plants. 500 cubic yards of 
topsoil at $15,000. and about $19,000 for a menagerie of 
brilliantly-colored exotic birds and lizards. 

And perhaps I he most exotic and welcome feature 
of all —organic pesticides and biological controls — 
will be used to keep the garden pest-free. 

The entire building at Douglas and Belleville 
Streets — shops, restaurants, an ice cream parlor — 
was renovated over the last two years at a cost of $2.75 
million, just below the estimated cost five years ago. 

“It was very much a community project, and in t 
terms of things to see and do in Victoria, this is the icing 
on the cake,” Finance Minister Hugh Curtis said in an 
interview. 

The entire government-funded attraction is intend¬ 
ed to carry itself like any other business. 

Curtis said the building will be open to Ihe public- 
free of charge the week following its March 28 open 
ing. 

Afterwards, the admissions will be $2 for adults, $1 
for students ti to 16. and children under 6 with an adull 
for free. Senior citizens will gel in free from Nov. 1 to 
March 31, and will pay $2 from April 1 lo Oct. 31. 
A seasonal pass arrangement is being considered, 
Curtis said. 

Curtis said Ihe credit for getting the bull rolling on 
the building's reconstruction goes to forrtfiT*Victoria 
MLA Sam Bawlf. 

The garden has cascading streams and pools, and a 
waterfall that plunges over rocks. (The rocks are made 
of fibreglass.) 

There are real rocks, tail weeping trees, hanging 
ferns, flowering plants, and a fountain that will be fin¬ 
ished when carp are added to Ihe basin. 

A pathway leads around the entire garden, connect 
ed by a curved bridge decorated with Victorian lattice- 
work. 

The Garden's old swimming pool is now filled with 
landscaped topsoil, and the bleacher area has also been 
filled with soil and banked to achieve a valley effect. 

The Garden's upper level has a ballroom, a tea 
room with kentia palms and rattan furniture, and 
umbrellas on the tables for sun-shy drinkers. 

A cocktail lounge on the upper level is planned for 
sometime in the future. 

Curtis said the government would like suggestions 
from the public for a name for the restored dance-floor 
space of the main ballroom, "something to reflect its 
function as a multi-purpose area for meetings, displays, 
dancing." 

Suggestions should be sent to the Provincial Capital 
Commission, 1002 Wharf St., V8W ITt. 

The garden's north end will feature flamingoes in a 
water environment and a pair of hyacinth macaws 
now being trained by Victoria bird expert Don Adams, 
who helped design the aviaries. 

The flamingoes were donated by the San Diego Zoo, 
Adams said, and all birds in the Crystal Garden were 
obtained from either U.S. or Canadian suppliers. 

Adams, former Victoria SPCA secretary manager, 
is the garden’s curator. His employer is the Provincial 
Capital,Commission, which owns the building and oper 
ates under the finance ministry. 

Adams is training the highly precocious macaws to 
stay in one general vicinity without a cage. The I'lamin-

goes won't wander from their poolside because they re¬ 
quire sure, even footing. 

Al the garden's south end are small exotic finch-like 
birds and a variety of lizards, all in glass cages with 
simulated natural habitats. 

"Our intention is not only to show the birds but to 
breed them," Adams said, pointing lo a blue roselia 
already nesting in a hole in the rock. 

Lizards include iguanas, Mexican beaded lizards. 
Gila monsters, lava lizards, and chuckwallas, a lizard 
that eats buds and flowers. 

The tropical plants were bought in pots from three 
Vancouver wholesalers and then transplanted, said 
head gardener Rex Murfitt. formerly with the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria. 

Prices were negotiated for major specimens and 
the rest were publicly tendered.

The topsoil was obtained from the Goldstrcam area 
and mixed with peat, bark, sand and manure. 

Murfitt is responsible for development and main¬ 
tenance of the garden; exterior landscaping, and liaison 
with local garden societies. 

The indoor garden's average nighttime tempera¬ 
ture is 62. Ventilation is provided by ridge-vents con¬ 
trolled by thermostatically-engaged electric motors, 
with backup generator and manual systems. 

Murfitt said the garden is roughly divided into 
three main areas. The north end is the "jungle," the 
central part is the palm area, and the south end is the 
Australasian area with flowering shrubs and trees. 

One of Murfitt's biggest challenges was the ques¬ 
tion of pesticides. Most commercial greenhouses use 
generous quantities of the stuff, but biological controls 
arc coming into their own. 


Murfitt said. "I'm using biological controls inte¬ 
grated with the new soap insecticides which aren't new. 
realjy; just resurging. The soap insecticides are more 
expensive, but they're organic and safe. 

“In biological control, we ll use things like lade 
bugs and insects that eat white flies and other pests. ’ 

"In this garden, we have lo live with birds and 
people too.” 

George Giles, chief executive officer of the Provin¬ 
cial Capital Commission, said. "One common factor is 
the enthusiasm of everyone concerned, workers and 
staff, who have all worked long hours. 

"The building marks a new direction for the commis¬ 
sion, from being a distributor of grant money to the 
municipalities, to pursuing an active developmental 
role with government properties in the capital re 
gion."

Amy suffers rare disease 


Eating binge keeps her alive 


JACKSON, N.J. (AH) - Eigh- 
teen-year-old Amy Brown eats a 
dozen onus for breakfast and two 
steaks for luneh to keep her weight 
up to 90 pounds And doctors say 
there is little she can dp about her 
metabolic disorder—except keep 
eating. 

The teenaper suffers from 
malabsorption, an unusual syn¬ 
drome that requires her to eat 
almost hourly to replace lost po¬ 
tassium in her body. Her food bills 
take $170 a week out of her father's 
$12,000 annual salary. 

Her mother. Lois Brown, -to, 
says only help from friends and 
civic groups keeps the family 
afloat. 

"Aside from the food bills, 
we have to pay gas and elec¬ 


tric," she said in a recent inter¬ 
view. "We have two refrigerators 
downstairs for Amy. We don’t like 
accepting charity, but we never 
know' what tomorrow may 
bring." 

Doctors say malabsorption, 
which usually, afflicts younger 
children, can strike a range of fats 
or vitamins needed to keep the 
body's system in balance. A faulty 
valve in Miss Brown s kidney is 
releasing almost all the potassium 
in her system, and the doctors say 
there is little Miss Brown can 4o 
except take potassium supple¬ 
ments and eat. 

Miss Brown is weak unless 
she eats constantly. She has diffi¬ 
culty lifting herself out of a bath¬ 
tub. 


"I've been in and out of all 
the hospitals." said Miss Brown, 
who cannot work and is tutored at 
home. 

Meanwhile, her meals equal 
those of four adults. For break¬ 
fast, she consumes a dozen eggs, 
fried, potatoes and often a whole 
can of Spam. Lunch is the equiva¬ 
lent of two steaks, two vegetables, 
potatoes and at least two glasses of 
soda. 

It is not the life she had as 
an energetic 13-year-old. 

'll was healthy then," she 
said. "1 did everything—playing 
tennis, wrestling, beating up the 
boys. 1 was a tomboy." 

The illness struck at 11, when 
she suddenly slumped over her 
desk in school. At 15, her appetite 


Increased dramatically, but her 
weight dropped to about 100 
pounds from 132 pounds. 

The doctors predict Miss 
Brown's condition will change, for 
better or worse, as her body com¬ 
pletes maturity in the next few 
years. If she loses her appetite and 
recoups her ability to gain weight, 
she won't eat as much—and that 
might result in a potassium defi¬ 
ciency. 

But Miss Brown says she’s 
not going to give up. 

"I wanted to become a cop, 
but that’s definitely out of the 
question. I may want to be a secre¬ 
tary or possibly a singer. I want to 
also have children. I’m not going to 
let this beat me.”

This 
is especially true of older 
persons, and 1 hope vours is 
not one of those. 

If it's any comfort, you are 
not alone.

TOKYO (UPI) — Repen¬ 
tant rock star Paul McCart¬ 
ney was kicked out of Japan 
Friday for bringing nearly a 
half pound of marijuana into 
the country. 

“I’m fine, I'm fine," said 
the former Beatle who was 
flanked by 12 policemen, his 
wife, Linda, and their four 
children as he boarded a 
Japan Air Lines flight for 
Paris.

“I am deeply concerned to 
learn that a minister of the 
crown has apparently been 
wiretapped and I think at the 
least there should be clear 
ground rules so that every¬ 
body, including the public, 
knows if this is to become 
practice.” 

Nielsen disclosed the w ire 
tapping by police during the 
Vancouver trial of two men 
charged with plotting to 
bribe him with $100,000 in 
exchange for assistance in- 
getting land removed from 
the province’s agricultural 
land reserve. 

Bill Smart, a lawyer work¬ 
ing with (he prosecution, 
said Thursday “you can be 
reasonably assured the in¬ 
terception was done between 
Sept. 1. 1976. and December. 
1977. when the investigation 
was done." 

Hyndman said Nielsen 
was the "first MLA entitled 
to raise the matter in the 
house when we meet. If he 
doesn't wish to. I think our 
house leader Garde Gardom 
should go that.route.” 

"But certainly, if on our 
side none of the other mem¬ 
bers wish to raise it I cer¬ 
tainly do because I think we 


should have, if this practice 
is going to be allowed to 
continue, a clear set of 
guidelines so that the public, 
the voters, the ministers, 
MLAs, know under what con¬ 
ditions, what circumstances 
this could happen.” 

Gardom, who was attor¬ 
ney-general at the time of 
the bugging, did not return 
calls to his offices or home 
Friday. 

The incident prompted 
speculation the bugging 
breached Nielsen’s rights as 
an elected member of the 
Legislature. 

Schroeder said he had no 
knowledge of the incident, 
and the only place he could 
get that information was in 
the Legislature. He also de¬ 
nied he was conducting an 
investigation. 

“You have to get ready for 
one like that but there is no 
way I can report on some¬ 
thing of which 1 have no 
knowledge." 

He said he didn't even 
know if he had jurisdiction 
over the legislative precinct 
between sessions, but was 
studying the issue. 

"It has never been deter¬ 
mined that the speaker has 
jurisdiction between ses¬ 
sions or periods of proroga¬ 
tion or periods of dissolu¬ 
tion." 

Former speaker Ed Smith 
said in a telephone interview 
from his Fort St. John home 
that he had no knowledge 
of the bugging. 

One expert on legislative 
^ privile ge, who asked .not In 
bi identified, said the privi- 
leges of an Ml.A are 
breached when his effective¬ 
ness as a member is imped¬ 
ed knowningly. 

The member would have to. 
assert his privilege, he said, 
but in doing that he would 
have to decide that “that 
privilege transcends what 
appears to have been a 
criminal investigation." 

He said he didn't believe 
the house had ever asserted 
its privileges in criminal 
matters, though it had done 
so in civil matters. 

"I would think logically, a 
house would back off and not 
assert any privileges which 
would tend to impede a buna 
fide investigation."

Conservationists advocat¬ 
ing a wilderness proposal 
for South Moresby Island in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands 
have an anti-industry bias, 
the chief forester of Rayon- 
ior Canada Ltd. said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Andy Anderson told about 
100 people at a public for¬ 
estry seminar at Reynolds 
School in Saanich that the 
main conflict over resources 
on the island is between the 
islands Protection Society 
which wants "complete wil¬ 
derness status" for about 
111,000 hectares south of the 
Tangil Peninsula, and 
Rayonicr which is allied with 
the B.C. Forest Service. 

Rayonier and the forest 
service advocate “the status 
quo of some 109.000 hectares 
of wilderness and 35,000 
hectares of resource de¬ 
velopment." 

The conservationists' de¬ 
bate "unfortunately is at¬ 
tended by an anti-industry 
bias," Anderson said. 

Tie said the cabinet-level 
Environment and Land Use 
Committee believes that the 
beauty of the area can be

Anderson's speech was 
sponsored by the Canadian 
Institute of Forestry in co¬ 
operation with Camosun Col¬ 
lege. 



Indians fight for sacred site 


BELLA COOLA (UPC) 
— The Bella Coola Indian 
band will ask the B.C. 
government to help it 
fight Crown Zellerbach’s 
plan to log their sacred 
burial ground in Hole in 
the Wall Valley, band 
spokesman Edward 
Moody said Friday. 

Moody said representa¬ 
tives from the 800-member 
band would go to Victoria 
early next month to seek 


support to stop the forest 
company from logging in the 
valley until land claims are 
settled. 

Crown Zellerbach officials 
asked that the band remove 
a coffin found in the small 
burial ground, located on 
King Island about 70 kilome¬ 
ters from the central coastal 
community of Bella Coola, 
he said. 

But after a series of meet¬ 
ings, band elders decided 
against moving the coffin, 
one of seven or eight they 


believe to be in the area. 

"Our older people don’t 
believe in moving the dead," 
Moody said. "It's against 
their laws." He said ciders 
had determined by, designs 
on the coffin—a single piece 
of wood hewn from a tree— 
that it belongs to a chief’s 
son. 

He did not know how long 
the coffin had been there. He 
noted natives had for cen¬ 
turies kept their dead above 
ground in caves or protected 
hollows. 


Crown Zellerbach spokes¬ 
man Alan Stubbs said a firm 
employee found the coffin 
while surveying the area for 
a road. 

"We brought it to the at¬ 
tention of the band council 
and asked them what they 
wanted us to do about the 
situation," said Stubbs. “We 
flew them up there to look at 
the coffin, offered to leave a 
block of land around it or 
help them make arrange¬ 
ments to move it if they 
wanted.” 


''We plan to start logging 
the area in 1981 if we get the 
permit,” he said. 

Stubbs said the fate of the 
burial grounds would be de¬ 
termined by the provincial 
forest service, which sets 
environmental and other 
conditions under which pri¬ 
vate companies can log pro¬ 
vincial land. 

Forest service officials 
were not available for com¬ 
ment.

Judge William Ostler decided Friday in 
Victoria provincial court to postpone sen 
fencing a 39-year old man who had spent a 
total of 25 years in Canadian prisons. 

Raymond Houston, of 2631 Quadra, was 
scheduled to be sentenced on charges of 
possession of heroin, failing to appear in 
court, breaking and entering, possession of 
housebreaking instruments, and failing to 
remain at the scene of an accident. 

Crown counsel Malcolm Macaulay said 
the drug ‘charge arose from a May 23 
1978 incident in Vancouver when Houston 
was checked on (iranviHe Street and was 
found with one cap of heroin. The failing- 
to-appear charge arose when he missed a 
scheduled court appearance three days 
later. 

Crown counsel Don Laughton said the 
break-in occurred Dec. 19, 1979 when 
a witness at a muffler shop across the 
street from the Dairy Queen, 2350 Douglas, 
heard breaking glass, and spotted Houston 
inside looking around the premises. Po¬ 
lice were called and surrounded the Dairy 
Queen, where they saw Houston crouched 
besi.de a cigarette machine. They appre- 
• bended him, and found a screwdriver and 
gloves beside hint and a slingshot and 
rocks on him. 

Defence counsel Steven Keliiher noted 
that about 30 persons were in the court 
room because of their concern for Hous¬ 
ton. 

He said Houston, who had spent 25 of his 
10 years in penal institutions, lived with 
his grandmother after his parents separat¬ 
ed w hen he was four years old. 

At age nine, Houston was placed in a 
detention home for seven years. He 
escaped from that institution when he 
was 14, Keliiher said, but was taken back 
and spent two months in solitary con¬ 
finement. At 16. he was released .into the 
east Vancouver streets, where he became 
hooked on heroin- From that age until 
November. 1975, Keliiher said, Houston 
had no life to speak of outside of prison. 

While he was serving a term at the 
William Head prison in 1971, Houston 
began working with handicapped children, 
displaying unusual talent and ability in 
that field. Keliiher continued. On his re¬ 
lease from that institution, Houston contin 
ued his.work. 

Houston's criminal record dated back 
to Dec. 23, 1958 when he was given' an 
eight-month jail term in Vancouver for 
possession of drugs. He also had convic¬ 
tions for theft, breaking and entering, pos¬ 


session of stolen property, uttering, auto 
theft and being unlawfully at large. 

Macaulay conceded it was apparent 
that Houston was a man of considerable 
talent and energy, but said there was no 
indication whether Houston had overcome 
the heroin addiction. 

Ostler said he was not prepared to sen¬ 
tence Houston, and remanded him until 
next Thursday. 

A 17-YEAR-OLD charged in a Jan. 2 
break-in at a Gordon Head school elected 
trial by judge without jury, and had his 
preliminary hearing set for July 10. 

Shane Christopher Restall, of 1253 
Thornhill Crescent, is charged with break¬ 
ing and entering Lambrick Park School, 
4139 Torquay Drive, mischief causing wil¬ 
ful damage at the school, and being unlaw¬ 
fully in a dwelling house at 1151 Tor¬ 
quay on New Year’s Day. 

A 20-YEAR-OLD woman was given a 
suspended sentence, six months probation 
and 50 hours of community service work 
for two breaches of her probation.

authentic story of their Ori¬ 
gin. 

I don't like to wake sleep¬ 
ing dogs, especially since I 
am a disciple of Satchel 
Paige, and am especially re¬ 
spectful of his last rule: 
“Don't look back. Something 
might be gaining on you."' 

I recalled here the other 
day that back in the 1950s a 
man who was then a fellow 
reporter told me that he 
himself had written the six 
rules “while employed as a 
publicity man.” But the fel¬ 
low had offered no proof, as I 
said, and I remained of the 
opinion that “either Paige 
wrote those rules himself, 
or, if not, they were written 
by someone who was mo¬ 
mentarily in such psycho¬ 
logical and spiritual rapport 
with Paige that he was some¬ 
what in the position of Moses 
receiving the Ten Com¬ 
mandments; a mere me¬ 
dium; and that Paige himself 
was the source.” 

I am not shaken in that 
belief by the following letter 
from David Chandler: 

"No, it wasn't the great 
and good Satchel Paige who 
uttered those immutable 
laws and it wasn’t any 
backslid newspaperman 
working as a press agent, 
unless he was named Ri¬ 
chard Donovan and he'd got 
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into a line of work I never 
knew about. 

"Those things old Satch 
Was supposed to have ut¬ 
tered came about during a 
layout session at Collier's 
magazine when a piece Dick 
Donovan had done on the old 
pitcher was being prepared 
for the press. Someone said 
it would be nice if the text 
could be broken up with mar¬ 
velous sayings Satch had 
been famous for. The only 
problem was that there 
weren’t any such. However, 
everybody agreed the idea of 
the little boxes was too good 
to lose. So Dick, who was in 
New York at the time any¬ 
way, was sent back to his 
hotel room to do what writ¬ 
ers always have to do. which 
is to make the truth believ¬ 
able. 

“I wasn’t there, but Dick 
told me about it when he 
came back and when the 
issue came out with his 
Satchel Paige story, there 
were those golden rules. I 
never met Satch but they 
sure sounded like my old 
friend, Dick Donovan. They 
still do ... " 

So there it is. I did not feel 
free to reveal Donovan’s 
name myself, but since his 
friend Chandler does, per¬ 
haps he doesn't mind. In any 
case, I apologize to DonoYan 
for having said he was a 
press agent at the time. I 
suppose the story just 
seemed more plausible to 
me that way. 

The probability remains 
that Donovan, a very good 
magazine writer whose Col¬ 
lier’s pieces were always 
well researched, conjured up 


those rules from ideas plant¬ 
ed in his mind by Paige dur 
ing the several interviews 
they must have had. 

According to another read¬ 
er, though, one of the six 
rules seems to contradict 
Paige’s known philosophy on 
the relevant point. 

"As a Satch aficionado 
since the late ’30s,’’ writes 
Stephen G. Freeman, “when 
Satch at his peak pitched the 
first three innings of every 
game the Kansas City Mon- 
archs played, and I saw as 
many as I could, and even 
did an occasional article for 
an eastern newspaper, 
methinks that liberties, or in 
any event switcheroos. have 
come about in his quotes. 

“Like his ’Fried foods 
angers the blood.’ Of course 
a PR man may have come 
into the act since that era 
propounding Satchel’s pres¬ 
ent day rules of health. But 
back in the primordial, 
Satch when questioned on 
diet was famous for his ’I 
eats only one kind of food- 
fried.’ 

"And while on Satch," 
Freeman adds, "how well- 
known is it that he then was 
better known and billed as 
Satchelfoots Paige. (And not 
necessarily relevantly. 
Louis Armstrong was Sat- 
^chelmouth.)" 

Meanwhile. Yvonne 
McKiernan sends me a cut¬ 
ting from that 1953 Collier's 
article, a small box in w hicb 
the six rules were listed 
under the- heading How- m- 
Stav Young. 

"Here for your records, 
she says, "is the definitive 


version. You will notice that 
you have erred on Rule 1 
with ‘angers up the blood 
and have attributed to Satch 
el a faulty grammar of 
which he was not guilty." (In 
the Collier's quote the 
phrase is "angry up the 
blood." I don't see much 
choice between angers and 
angry, as verbs, but the rec¬ 
ord should show lhat angry 
was the original version.) 

In the end, though, per¬ 
haps it would have been 
wiser not to angry up these 
waters at all. 

"Beware." w rites Winston 
Miller. "The ripple effect of 
doubting that Satchel Paige 
ever said Don’t look back, 
something may be gaining 
on you.’ Next thing you 
know, somebody might 
claim that no teary urchin, 
dressed like Jackie Cooganin 
’The Kid' and referring to 
Shoeless Joe Jackson's com¬ 
plicity in the 1918 Black Sox 
scandal, ever implored his 
hero, ’Say. it ain't so, 
Joe.’ ” 

Once started down that 
road, Miller warns, some te¬ 
dious historian might even 
question the answer a 
bruised and defeated Jack 
Dempsey gave after the first 
Gene Tunney fight when his 
wife, the tempestuous ac¬ 
tress Estelle Taylor, asked 
him "What happened?" 
"Honey," the deposed 
champ, is alleged to have 
said. "1 forgot to duck " 

”1 believed it then." Miller 
says, "and I believe it 
nowA- — * ■ 

So do I. But the first time I 
heard it I didn't laugh. 1 
cried.

It passed as one .of those 
clarifying acts ’of 
forcign-policy-through-se- 
manlics when President 
Carter declared that “ter¬ 
rorists,” not the government 
of Ayatollah Khomeini, held 
power over the hostages in 
the Tehran embassy. The 
president, clearly, was try¬ 
ing to rally public support by 
indicating the political irre¬ 
sponsibility of those he was 
forced to deal with. But 
apart from discrediting the 
group formerly designated 
as “students,” what new 
perception does the use of 
the word terrorist add to the 
predicament? 

Terrorist promises to be a 
catch-all word of the ’80s. 
One of the most common 
prophecies being made for 
the decade predicts that 
there will be more Louis 
Mountbattens, more 
Tehrans—more “terror¬ 
ism." It is a term that bears 
care in its usage, not only 
because it provides so 
tempting a way to disparage 
an enemy but because it is 
one of those words (like 
"Fire!" in a crowded the¬ 
ater) that automatically cre¬ 
ates panic and thus clears 
the path for extreme acts of 
one’s own. 

If we are determined to 
make this word popular, we 
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Hoppe 


should learn more about 
what It means. In his invalu- 
able book. Terrorism. 
Walter Laqueur is compelled 
to spend an Inordinate 
amount of space explaining 
what it is not. Depending on 
their vantage points, previ¬ 
ous users of the word have 
made it synonymous with 
"criminal," "moral imbe¬ 
cile" and "mentally 
deranged”—as well as 
"idealist," "martyr,” even 
“saint." 

Historians tend to think of 
terrorism as a desperately 
confused response to social 
injustice. Left-wing histo¬ 
rians are likely to assume 
that terorists are fascists; 
right-wing historians are 
likely to assume that terror¬ 
ists are communists. Psy¬ 
chologists. on the other 
hand, tend to think of terror¬ 
ists as unhappy children try¬ 
ing to kill father. 

Laqueur concludes that al¬ 
most no generalization about 
terrorists hold up, especially 
if one permits one’s appalled 
eye to roam from the assas¬ 
sins of ancient India to 19th- 
century Russian anarchists 
to the IRA. About the only 
generalization he allows 
himself is that there are few 
old terrorists. 

To a considerable extent, 
the terrorist, like the bogey¬ 


man in a fairy tale. lives in 
the eye of his beholder. A 
terrorist without an audi 
ence is inconceivable. More 
than any other political fig¬ 
ure he uses history as a 
stage. "It is not the magni¬ 
tude of the terrorist opera¬ 
tion that counts but the pub¬ 
licity." Laqueur oberves. 

In her latest novel. Can¬ 
nibals and Missionaries. 
Mary McCarthy brilliantly 
illustrates the Laqueur dic¬ 
tum by having hijacked pas¬ 
sengers and their captors 
watch themselyes on televi¬ 
sion. Rather as if they were 
tuned in to the movie of the’ 
week, the hostage's applaud 
government officials ap¬ 
pearing before the camera. 
And yet their lives hang upon 
the words those officials are 
speaking. 

Miss McCarthy’s hos¬ 
tages, incidentally, were on 
their way to pre-Khomeini 
Iran—half of them, wealthy 
art collectors, intent on see¬ 
ing the archeological sights, 
half of them members of a 
committee invited by Ira¬ 
nian “students" to investi¬ 
gate alleged terrorism on the 
part of the shah. 

The terrorist is the ulti¬ 
mate challenge to civiliza¬ 
tion, not only as a physical 
threat but as a moral men¬ 
ace. Some large demon with¬ 
in him speaks to some liny 


demon within ourselves, in¬ 
viting its to envy his mad 
purity, his refusal to come to 
anyterms with his society. 
Miss McCarthy forces her 
hostages (and her readers) 
to examine their comfort 
able Western-liberal con¬ 
sciences and. in fact, every¬ 
thing they profess to value, 
from God to democracy to 
art But with equal rigor she 
drives her terrorists—those 
propagandists of the deed— 
to betray themselves by 
thought, by reflection. She is 
as thoroughly disciplining as 
an 18 th-century novelist. 

With Miss McCarthy’s 
standards in mind, back to 
the* real Iran Are the young 
militants holding hostages m 
Tehran really terrorists? 
One can draw the simplest, 
dividing line by saying ter 
rorists kill, or are perfectly 
willing to kill, with no re¬ 
spect for the innocence of the 
slaughtered, including chi! 
dren. Laqueur suggests that 
the shared assumption of 
most 20th-century terrorists 
reads: Humanity itself is a 
bourgeois prejudice. 

The hostage-takers in 
Tehran Have not yet quali¬ 
fied for this description. 
Until then we should be scru¬ 
pulous about calling them, or 
anybody else, a terrorist. It 
Is. rhetorically speaking, a 
bomb-throwing word. 


I 'M SOUR ^ I WON'T LIVE ^ 
FRIEND- UNTIL TOMORROW' 
- I FEEL LOUSY / 
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Governor Jerry Brown 
dropped by Sacramento last 
week to tell his fellow Cali¬ 
fornia politicians that, ac¬ 
cording to a transcript of his 
speech, "We (must) try to 
subordinate our own ambi 
tions and our own individual 
egos to a much larger pur¬ 
pose (laughter)." 

He then flew off Into the 
moonrise to continue run¬ 
ning for president. 

This cynical laughter was 
unwarranted. Those of us 
who best know "Chuckles” 
Brown (as we affectionately 
call him iifcpTivate) know 
that the last thing in the 
world this modest, unassum¬ 
ing, fun-loving fellow wants 
to be is president of the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Ever since Chuckles was 
thrown out of The Sacred 
Heart Novitiate for organiz¬ 
ing the first panty raid in 
that institution's history, his 
only ambition has been to 
settle down in a cottage with 
a picket fence, marry “some 
wonderful little woman 
who’s a real good cook," 
raise a "bunch of fine kids," 


join the Elks’ Club and do his 
hilarious imitations of 
Jimmy Cagney and Joe Pcn- 
ner at the Saturday Night 
Socials. 

But, no, an unkind fate 
intervened and Chuckles had 
no choice but to subordinate 
his own ambition and run for 
president. 

It saddened his old buddies 
to see him abandon his aloha 
shirts, ready guffaw and 
back-slapping approach to 
life for the somber suits and 
sober mien of a presidential 
candidate. 

But once he saw that he 
was the only person in 
America who could save the 
environment, the economy, 
outer space and Jane F— 
what else could he do? Sure¬ 
ly, this was a much larger 
purpose than selfishly lead¬ 
ing the East Sacramento 
Rhinoceroses to another 
Class AA Bowling Cham¬ 
pionship. 

In fairness to the other 
candidates, however, it 
should be pointed nut that 
none of them wants to be 
president either. 


Take Ronald Reagan. In 
reluctantly announcing his 
candidacy, he humbly ex¬ 
plained: "I cannot and will 
not stand by and see this 
great country destroy it¬ 
self." Of course he cannot 
and will not. What decent 
American could? You can’t 
help but feel sorry for a guy 
in a spot like that. 

Nor did Teddy Kennedy 
fare better. Imagine how his 
heart sank when his Mother 
said he could run. "Well, 
there goes that excuse," he 
must have said. So he took 
what he publicly called "the 
course compelled by 
events.” He went about the 
country demonstrating “the 
new leadership" he felt com¬ 
pelled to provide and in only 
a month he dropped 30 points 
in the polls.

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Jubilee’s 1980-81 budget first to top $50 million 


Royal Jubilee Hospital’s 1980-81 budget will be more 
than $50 million for the first time, the hospital board was 
told Thursday. 

Acting director of finance Norman Alban told the hos¬ 
pital board that the budget of $51,3 million is still subject to 
negotiation with the provincial government. Prelimin¬ 
ary indications from the government were that the hospital 
would get about $50 million, Alban said. 

STILL TO BE INCLUDED in the budget, however. aTe 
some crucial costs, Alban said. Salaries rpake up more than 
three-quarters of the hospital’s budget, but for the pur¬ 
pose of budgeting, they were calculated at 1979 levels, and 


no attempt was made to forecast salary Increases for 
the 1980-81 fiscal year. 

This approach is consistent with that of previous years, 
and is done with the knowledge of the provincial government, 
Alban noted. 

BUT SALARIES ARE certain to rise. The Hospital Em¬ 
ployees Union contract, for Instance, contains a clause 
which will bring those employees to parity with B.C. 
Government Employees Union members during the year. 

“I do not wish to speculate, what this means, but it is 
significant," Alban said. 

Alban said the original 1980-81 budget came from the 


hospital's department heads, who drew up budgets for their 
own departments. To their credit, some of the department 
budgets were actually lower than last year, demonstrating 
the responsible attitude taken by department heads, Alban 
said. 

THE HOSPITAL’S FINANCIAL department had then 
reviewed the budgets and made changes where necessary. 

He estimated that the budget, parts of which were pre¬ 
pared two years before the money they record will ac¬ 
tually be spent, reflects an average inflation factor of 23 
per cent over a period of from 18 to 21 per cent. At 
first that figure seemed more than enough, but as time 


passed, it became apparent that costs were rising rapidly, 
and it now appears that the figure is barely adequate. 

“THERE ARE NO CUSHIONS in this budget,” Alban 
warned. “There’s nothing held back.” 

The hospital has had significant changes in senior 
personnel since the budget began to be compiled, and 
the pace of operations at the hospital has increased dra¬ 
matically, Alban said. 

The workload is so heavy that efficient operation is 
impossible, he said. For example, time spent moving 
patients from ward to ward because beds are not always 
available in the right ward represents a significant drain on 
hospital resources, he said.

Latest one snorting out¬ 
side a returning office 
was a Saanich business¬ 
man who served notice 
that he would file his 
nomination papers ahead 
of Monday's 2 p.m. dead¬ 
line—once he got a let¬ 
ter of approval from the 
leader of the Rhinoceros 
Party. 

Since the Rhinoceros 
Party has made a real 
infant rhino in an eastern 
zoo Its leader. Esqui- 
malt-Saanich returning 
officer Malcolm Ander 
son agreed that the mes¬ 
sage in the letter might 
resemble a hoof print. 

However, the man, 
identified only at the mo¬ 
ment as "Maddoeks,” 
had made it clear he was 
serious (a rhino can be 
serious?) about beating 
the deadline in Esqui- 
malt-Saanich. 

Meanwhile, Beryl 
Fink, returning officer 
for the Cowichan-Mala- 
hat-The Islands riding 
reported that Rhino 
Louis Crowbird Lasosky, 
of RR3, Ganges, was in 
the race in that riding. 

True to the Rhino style 
(if elected they won’t 
serve, and they promise 
not to keep any prom¬ 
ises), Lasosky has given 
his occupation as “care¬ 
taker of the earth.” 

Frank Coffey, also of 
Ganges, was due to file 
his nomination papers in 
Port Albeml today. He 
will join the race in Nan- 
aimo-Alberni. 

It is believed the Is¬ 
land’s Rhinos will fall in 
line with the Canadian 
herd and pledge them¬ 
selves to establishing 
mobile embassies (even 
in Pittsburgh), bottling 
PctroCan for corner 
store consumption, and 
building a railway to 
Japan. 

Late word from Toron¬ 
to discloses the plans of 
the Rhinos to run an 
eight-year-old girl 
against Health Minister 
David Crombie. 


French instruction in every elementary classroom is an 
unrealistic goal which could cause major problems in the 
future, the Greater Victoria Teachers’ Association warned 
Thursday. 

It recommended instead that no school be involved in 
the basic French program unless parent demand is strong, 
the staff is interested, and the implications of implementing 
the program are known. 

IN A BRIEF TO THE Greater Victoria school board, 
association president Trevor Calkins said the district's 
teachers have serious reservations about a policy passed last 
summer regarding “basic” French instruction, in which 
students are exposed to French for about 20 minutes each 
day, acquiring a basic vocabulary and understanding of the 
language, but not fluency. 

That policy said the board accepts “as a long term ob- 
jective tne olTering ot basic hrSfRTTR-7 throughout the 
district.” All elementary schools are toof fer basic French by 
1985. 

“AT THIS TIME, EVERY elementary school teacherln 
the district realized that they would probably be asked to 
teach French," the brief says. 

Teachers nearing retirement and those with no back¬ 
ground in French felt threatened by the program, and 
the objectives of the whole program have since been 
questioned by teachers. • 

IN-SERVICE TRAINING FOR basic French takes 
teachers out of their classrooms for up to 12 days In the first 
year and six in subsequent years. In some schools this 
absence carrbe “devastating" to the learning environment, 
the brief says. 

Extensive curriculum changes being made in other 
subject areas demand a significant commitment from 
teachers. Time spent learning basic French might de¬ 
tract from the teachers’ ability to keep up with these 
changes, the brief says. 

ELEMENTARY TEACHERS WHO already must pres¬ 
ent lessons in many different subject areas, supervise stu¬ 
dents, prepare reports, confer with parents, and par¬ 
ticipate in extra-curricular activities are growing 
increasingly concerned about the demands on their time 
and expertise. 

"The board should be aware of these demands be¬ 
fore they insist that every elementary teacher In the 
district make a commitment to learn the French language 
well enough to teach it." 

ALTHOUGH THE BOARD does not expect teachers to 
be bilingual, parents may, and the failure of their children 
to become fluent in French as a result of basic French 
instruction might be made the teachers' responsibility, 
the brief warns. 

Another concern is that a teachers’ ability in French 
could become a criteria in promotions or transfers, particu¬ 
larly as the last few schools enter the basic French program, 
the brief says. 

COSTS ARE A MAJOR concern of the brief. In-service 
expenses for basic French and the hiring of itinerant or spe¬ 
cialist French teachers will compete for funds with other 
areas of the curriculum. 

“While we arc not generally opposed to hiring addition¬ 
al staff, extra staffing for the basic French program 
would not be our first priority. We would use additional 
staff to provide elementary librarians, reduce elemen¬ 
tary class sizes, reduce secondary academic class sizes 
and maintain programs that are in danger of being can¬ 
celled at the secondary level.” 

THE BASIC FRENCH PROGRAM can only be Imple¬ 
mented successfully if it has the support of parents and staff, 
the brief says. Parents should be aware that the time alloted 
for the program must come from other areas of the cur¬ 
riculum, that it may involve hiring new staff or transfer- 
ing present staff, and that costs will rise. 

Staff should have assurances that they will receive 
sufficient training and supplies to teach basic French 
well, that not all will be expected to learn French, and 
that inability to teach French will not result in ar¬ 
bitrary transfers. 

“Finally, it must be accepted that some schools may 
never go on the program because they do not see It fulfilling 
their needs." 


Psychiatry institute 
now called Pavilion 


The Eric Martin Institute of Psy¬ 
chiatry is no more. 

Instead, the acute-care psychiatric 
hospital will be known from now on as 
the Eric Martin Pavilion, bringing it 
into line with the nomenclature em¬ 
ployed elsewhere by Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, which administers it, and 
reflecting the changing role of the 
building, the Jubilee hospital board 
decided Thursday. 

One of the main reasons for the 
change of name was the change of 
clientele on the fifth floor of the build¬ 
ing. Formerly used by severely re¬ 
tarded children, the floor has been 


changed to accommodate long-term 
care patients, and thus alleviate some 
of the load from the hospital's hard- 
pressed acute care beds. 

Twenty-five long-term care patients 
hqve already been put on the floor and 
another 25 will join them as soon as the 
necessary equipment comes. 

“Those now on the fifth floor are not 
there for reasons of psychiatric 
needs,” hospital board chairman Eric 
Simmons said. 

In the future, the beds may also be 
used as temporary replacements for 
beds lost when the hospital undergoes 
major reconstruction.

NANAIMO — With a push of a button 
Friday afternoon, Premier Bennett cut the 
first hemlock log in a new $16.5 million saw¬ 
mill here. 

Bennett and more than 100 invited guests 
were on hand to mark the opening of a mill 
that is a forerunner in Canadian-Japanese 
co-operation. 

Bennett said in his opening-ceremony 
speech that the new mill would help re¬ 
duce B.C. forest industry’s reliance on the 
U.S. markets by broadening trade with Pa¬ 
cific Rim countries. 

He warned, however, that the provincial 
government has some "tough choices” to 
make in relation to forest resources. 

He promised legislation during the next 
session opening in February to encourage 
major reforestation. 

The mill, on the Nanaimo Assembly 
Wharf, is owned by Mayo Forest Products 
Ltd., a company formed by Pacific Logging 
Company Ltd. and the Mitsubishi Corporation 
of Tokyo. 

Pacific Logging is a wholy-owned subsi- 
dary of Canadian Pacific Ltd. 

Most of the mill’s output will be destined 
for the Japanese market and will be hemlock 
and yellow cedar. 

It will be the first all-metric sawmill in 
Canada, an official said. 

The mill is expected to be fully opera¬ 
tional by March 15 and will employ 110 work¬ 
ers, with an annual payroll estimated at $2.9 
million. 


On a two-shift basis, the new mill will 
produce 85 million fbm of lumber a year. 

The lumber will be shipped through the 
port of Nanaimo. 

Construction of the mill raised contro¬ 
versy in Nanaimo when work began about a 
year ago. 

In late 1978, the new company, Mayo 
Forest Products Ltd., purchased the lumber 
mill at the Assembly Wharf owned by G. W. 
Dorman Pulp Chip Co. Ltd. and began con¬ 
struction to replace the aging mill with the 
new facility. 

This raised the ire of group that had 
campaigned to have industrial expansion lo¬ 
cated at the new Duke Point port-industrial 
complex. 

They argued that the Nanaimo Harbor 
Commission should have directed the Mayo 
mill to Duke Point, rather than allow it at the 
Assembly Wharf. 

Harbor commission officials replied that 
the Mayo mill would simply replace a facility 
already at the Assembly Wharf, and that the 
increased output of the new mill would boost 
both local employment and tonnage to be 
shipped through the downtown port. 

Other speakers at the opening included 
Ian Sinclair, chairman and chief executive 
officer of Canadian Pacific; Yukio Yotsu, 
from the Japanese consulate in Vancouver; 
Rikinobu Nakazaki, managing director of 
Mitsubishi Corporation from Tokyo; Don 
Rawlins, Nanaimo Harbor Commission chair¬ 
man, and Nanaimo Mayor Frank Ney. 

W.M. Sloan, president of the Mayo com¬ 
pany, was master of ceremonies.

Hustle bus runs Monday 


Hustle Bus Ltd. of Victoria 
announced Friday it will 
start a scheduled daily bus 
service from downtown Vic¬ 
toria to Vancouver Interna¬ 
tional Airport on Monday. 

The service will leave the 
Courtyard Inn on Blanshard 
at 10 a.m. and leave Vancou¬ 
ver airport about 3 p.m., ar¬ 
riving in Victoria about 6:15 
p.m. 

The service will be provid¬ 
ed on a daily basis and in 
accordance with all licens¬ 
ing requirements of the B.C. 
Motor Carrier Commission, 
co-owners James Gorst and 
William McCreadie said. 

The fare will be $13.50 per 
person one way. A special 
rate will be available for 
children under 12. 

Information and bookings 
for the service are available 
at 388-9916. 

Gorst told reporters his 
company had not started the 
service until now partly be¬ 
cause another company, 
Convair Coach Lines Ltd., 
had been "creaming off” po¬ 
tential customers. 

Convair was unsuccessful 
in its application last No¬ 
vember for a licence to run 


the scheduled service to 
Vancouver airport, the 
motor carrier commission 
ruling that it was not finan¬ 
cially responsible and had 
accepted a considerable 
amount of business for 
which it was not licensed. 

Gorst said other reasons 
for the delay in startup in¬ 
cluded getting necessary ap¬ 
provals from the federal 


transport ministry and nego¬ 
tiating a contract with the 12 
drivers employed by the 
company, who are members 
of the Canadian Brotherhood 
of Railroad Transport and 
General Workers' Union. 

He said Hustle Bus, which 
has been running a success¬ 
ful scheduled service from 
x Victoria to the Pat Bay Air¬ 
port for a year, now owns 
three buses and will be able 


to carry a minimum of 10 
passengers each way on the 
new service. 

He added that operating 
within the rules of the motor 
carrier commission re¬ 
quired bus companies to 
comply with certain rules. 
“You can’t just arbitrarily 
give up a service, unlike an 
unlicensed operator who can 
quit any time he wants.” 


PWA flight 
forced back 
to Vancouver 

Problems with a hydraulic 
system forced a Pacific 
Western Airlines flight 
bound for Victoria to turn 
back Thursday night. 

The flight, with 58 persons 
aboard, had taken off from 
Vancouver International 
Airport before the Boeing

couver, where rt was 
checked and took off again 
without further incident.

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George Pedersen to Premier 
Bennett, In which Pedersen 
said the provincial govern 
ment should change its 
policy of not financing stu 
dent housing. 

Student ‘housing should 
have just as high a priority 
as the classrooms in which 
students learn, Pedersen 
commented, noting that SFU 
is facing a serious crisis next 
fall. He asked that student 
housing be considered under 
a low-cost mortgages policy 
like that now in effect for 
construction of private 
homes. 

Under present policies, no 
capital funds are available 
through the Universities 
Council of B.C. to construct 
student residences and stu 
dent housing must be self 
supporting. Residence fees 
must thus be set high enough 
to amortize the principal and 
interest on residence mort¬ 
gages. 

With interest rates at 13 
and 14 per cent, that is im- 
possible, Petch said. 

When UVic constructed 
student residences in 1978. it 
had to scramble to find mort 
gage funds for 9ft per cent, 
and even then it appeared 
doubtful that residences 
could be constructed which 
students could afford. The 
university finally decided to 
subsidize the housing costs 
for the first few years, re 
couping the subsidy with 
higher residence fees in 
later years, when inflation 
will have made the mort¬ 
gages relatively cheaper. 

“We don’t even think 
about concrete anymore." 
Petch said. 

Petch noted that when the 
newest student residences 
opened in the fall of 1978, the 
university had a waiting list 
of 450 names after the resi- 
dences had been filled. Last 
September, the list had risen 
to 650 names. 

Petch said the need for 
more student residences 
headed the agenda when the 
UVic board of governors met 
with the Universities Council 
last fall. In the past, the 
UCBC had not looked favor 
ably on using government 
funds for student residences, 
partly because the pro\ 
ince’s largest university, the 
University of B.C., was well 
supplied, but the UCBC is 
now backing the universities 
in the quest for student hous 
ing mortgage money. 

The lack of residences 
limits accessibility to uni 
versity to students from out 
side the major metropolitan 
areas, Petch.added. The 
post-secondary participa 
tion rate In the province is 
already the lowest in the na 
tion. 

“Many of our students 
come from small centres 
and are concerned about flow 
they are going to cope in the 
big city.” 

Finding off-campus ac¬ 
commodation and keeping 
house, as well as spending 
time on the bus each day are 
hard on out-of-town stu¬ 
dents. In addition, there is 
the loneliness and anxiety of 
living on one’s own, which 
living in residences reduces. 
Petch said. 

Some parents state flatly 
that their children will not 
attend university unless they 
can live on campus, he 
said.

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Iran vote lifts hostage hopes

TEHRAN — Finance Min¬ 
ister Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
late Friday claimed victory 
in Iran's first presidential 
election and said he would 
seek to end the 11-week siege 
at the U.S. embassy. 

In an interview with Reu¬ 
ter news agency, Bani-Sadr 
said: 

■'! will try to bring this 
problem between the Ameri¬ 
cans and ourselves to an end. 
in a way which safeguards 


the demands and the inde¬ 
pendence of Iran." 

He added: "I haVe been out 
of touch with the problem 
since I left the foreign min 
jstry last November and I 
thust study the question 
again closely." 

Aides at Bani-Sadr's Te¬ 
heran apartment told report 
ers the figures indicated 
their candidate had won 
more than 80 per cent of the 
vote in most areas of 
Tehran. 

"The whole people have 
recognized the man who can 


satisfy their needs and solve 
their problems," Bani-Sadr 
said. "I am happy that the 
whole nation has shown 
political maturity." 

Bani-Sadr, a member of 
the ruling Revolutionary t 
Council, is known to have 
regarded the holding of 
about 50 Americans as hos¬ 
tage in the embassy by Mos¬ 
lem militants as a misguided 
adventure. 

Looking exhausted but 
happy. Bani-Sadr said: “I 
am very happy that the peo¬ 
ple have shown such political 


maturity. It was not a parti¬ 
san vote but a vote of con¬ 
science. 

Bani-Sadr said he had been 
in the minority in the Revolu 
tionary Council for some 
time. 

"But you know last night I 
attended the council for the 
first time in three weeks, 
and after discussion we 
agreed to a communique 
among the candidates pres¬ 
ent whereby we agreed to 
co-operate with whoever w as 
elected." 

Bani-Sadr's election, if 


confirmed, might prove to 
be the biggest step yet to¬ 
ward improving relations 
between Iran and Washing¬ 
ton since the overthrow of 
the shah last February. 

Prior to the election, the 
White House decided to post¬ 
pone threatened economic 
sanctions against Iran to 
back demands for the return 
of the U.S. hostages. 

Bani-Sadr. who was known 
to have the support of leftists 
because of his socialist econ- 
omicy policies, has clashed 
verbally with the militants 


holding the hostages and is 
considered by Washington to 
be among the moderates. 

■ However. Bani-Sadr and 
other leading candidates 
have shown unquestioned 
loyalily to the country’s 
revolutionary leader. Aya¬ 
tollah Ruholiah Khomeini. 

In the past, the embassy 
militants have said they take 
orders only from Khomeini 
who, under the country's 
new constitution, has almost 
unlimited powers. Among 
those powers is the right to 
dismiss the president. 


The 79-year-old Khomeini, 
who cast his bal'ot from a 
hospital bed where he is 
being treated for what offi¬ 
cials call a mild heart condi¬ 
tion, had expressed no pref¬ 
erence for any candidate.

Exxon profits 
climb 60% 
to $4 billion 


Exxon Corp. has become 
the first industrial company 
to earn more than $1 billion 
in a year. 

Exxon, the world's largest 
oil company, on Friday re¬ 
ported fourth quarter earn 
ingsof more than $1.3 billion 
—up 80 per cent over last 
year's figure—and a net in¬ 
come for 1979 of more than 
$4.2 billion, a 55 per-cent 
gain. 

Exxon thus became only 
the second U.S. company to 
earn $1 billion in one year 
and the first industrial com¬ 
pany to do so. American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. earned more than $5 bil¬ 
lion in 1978. 

In a statement, Exxon said 
its earnings were justified 
because of the large invest¬ 
ment needed to generate 
profits A surge in overseas 
oil producing, refining and 
marketing earnings, to¬ 
gether with a sharp increase 
in world prices, contributed 
to the gain. 

Exxon's Canadian subsidi- 
aVy, Imperial Oil I.td. of To¬ 
ronto, reported Friday its 


net operating income in 1979 
was $171 million, a 50-per- 
cenl increase from $311 mil¬ 
lion in 1978. 

The company also had a 
net gain of $22 million from 
the sale of 20 per cent of its 
interest in the Syncrude 
heavy oil project to Alberta 
Energy Co., bringing total 
net income to $193 million. 

The company said in a 
statement its rate of return 
on capital employed in petro¬ 
leum products was about 
11.5 per cent for 1979.

26 distilleries charged in Quebec 


MONTREAL (CP) - Twenty- 
six distilleries and wineries have 
been charged with paying bribes 
totalling almost $1 million to em¬ 
ployees of two Quebec liquor agen¬ 
cies. 

The affidavits filed Friday by 
Quebec provincial police allege 
the payments were made between 
1965 and 1977 to officials of the 
Societe des Alcools du Quebec, 
which operates about 200 liquor 
stores and issues permits for busi¬ 


ness establishments, and its pre¬ 
decessor. the Regie des Alcools du 
Quebec, which was phased out in 
1971. 

Alberta Distilleries Ltd. was 
charged with giving bribes worth 
$62,010; McGuinness Distillers 
Ltd. with $76,266; Thomas Adams 
Distillers Ltd., $112,504; and Jo¬ 
seph E. Seagram and Sons Ltd. 
$109,249. 

International Wines and Spirits 
Ltd. was charged with dishing-out 


bribes worth $50,307; Meagher's 
Distillery Ltd. $32,455; Corby Dis¬ 
tillery $152,088; Les Distilleries 
Schenloy du Canada Ltee. $129,529; 
Herdt andCharton Inc. (Herdt and 
Charton 1971) $64,304; Canadian 
Distillers Ltd. $27,095; and Distil¬ 
leries Melville Ltee. $51,878. 

The charges state that "in con¬ 
sideration for collaboration in 
closing business deals with the 
government," these companies 


and others gave "rewards, advan 
tages or benefits" to employees of 
the Societe des Alcools du Quebec 
and or the Regie des Alcools du 
Quebec. 

The charges also stale the com 
panies illegally gave government 
liquor agency employees commis¬ 
sions, rewards Or benefits without 
first obtaining the written consent 
of the head of the branch of gov¬ 
ernment it was dealing with.

DUNCAN — Leo Gorvais, a bilingual teacher, qualified 
commercial pilot, flying instructor and standard-bear¬ 
er for the Liberals in the CowichanMalahat-the Islands 
constituency, said Jte chose the Liberals when he was 18 
because "its the only party that provides a respon¬ 
sible balance between left and right.” 

Gervais, who was born in the Ottawa Valley, said it 
was a perfect site for an upbringing as a Canadian 
well versed in the intricacies of two cultures. 

Gervais said he first became a member df the Young 
l iberal Party in 1955 at the age of 18, "and I began 
mu quest for fair treatment of all citizens." 

lie worked with the native Indian people of Quebec, 
who "have been discriminated against far more than 
B.C.’s native people." 

Gervais said: "While president of the Young Lib¬ 
erals in the early ’60s. Quebec's Quiet Revolution entled the 
heavy-handed aggressive control of the church in Quebec 
and by terminating .the autocratic rule of Maurice Duplessis 
and his Union National Parly, we were part of a new and very 
promising era, not only there but in the west of Canada." 


Student days in B.C. in the ’50s at Royal Roads Military 
College "had decided my future ambitions.” 

“After a period of -university study at Carleton, sur¬ 
veying work in Churchill, Man., and several other jobs 
in the civil service, I was fortunate enough to meet 
and marry a lovely girl from Victoria, Valerie Gould. We 
have three very active teenage daughters: Missy-Ann, 
15, Monica, 11, and Heidi, 13, who often make life most 
interesting. 

“Being involved in community organizations and clubs 
throughout my life has given me an on-going contact with the 
expectations of various segments of our society—student, 
fisherman, contractor, administrator.” 

"Although my early political involvement was very 
much left of centre, I found as I experienced life through 
Canada and many parts of our neighbor to the south, 
that a more productive and realistic political activity 
would be one that emphasizes the left for social ques¬ 
tions and the right in economic terms.

Secondary Bamfield route 

Alberni given 
bad news — 
about highway 


PORT ALBERNI — The 
ministry of transportation, 
communications and high¬ 
ways has advised the city 
that it is rescinding its re- 
ponsibility to classify any 
artery through the city as a 
secondary Bamfield route. 

Specifically, the ministry 
told the city, it w ill not clas¬ 
sify a route via Bedford 
Street and Third Avenue nor 
one via Tenth Avenue and 
Anderson Avenue as second¬ 
ary highways, which in ef¬ 
fect leaves any improve¬ 
ment or maintenance of 
these routes to the road to 
Bamfield entirely a city re¬ 
sponsibility - 

The road from the city 
limits to Bamfield remains 
essentially a logging artery 
and has never been recog¬ 
nized as a highway by the 
department. 

The city was told that an 
order in council Jiad re¬ 
scinded the arterial classifi¬ 
cation for the Bedford route 
in November, but that Ihe 
gazette notices had not been 
published. 

The ministry offered to 
consider any requests for fi¬ 


nancial assistance in devel¬ 
oping the routes under the 
highways section of the 
Revenue Sharing Act. 

Aid Mo Inwards made a 
motion to respond to the 
ministry letter with a re¬ 
quest to reconsider the deci¬ 
sion on terms of the submis¬ 
sion which had been made'by 
the city in 1971 for designa¬ 
tion of a highw ay route com¬ 
mencing at Tenth and Red- 
ford and extending to 
Bamfield. 

Aid. George McKnight 
termed Ihe ministry’s action 
as “unacceptable" to the 
city and to residents along 
ihe Bamfield Road and in 
Bamfield itself. 

"in years to come, there 
will be more and more traf¬ 
fic to and from Bamfield, ” 
he said, “and rather than 
take this stance at (his time 
and shift the cost to the city, 
the province should be look¬ 
ing to assume its responsi¬ 
bility and provide a highway 
to that area. 

"Actually, they should be 
looking right now at the pav¬ 
ing of the road from the city 


limits to the new China 
Creek marina, which is re¬ 
ceiving more and more tour- 
,ist traffic. The road is a 
disgrace, and the dust in 
the dry summer weather’ 
covers both cars and boat 
trailers going to the ma¬ 
rina." 

Ill making the submission, 
the ministry rejected a city 
request that parking be con¬ 
tinued to be allowed on the 
west side of the intersection 
in front of the regional dis¬ 
trict office. 

The department said it 
was unaware of any other 
interesection in which park 
ing was permitted between 
Ihe crosswalks anywhere in 
the province, and it consider¬ 
ed the practice w ould be dan¬ 
gerous both for vehicular 
and pedestrian traffic. 

Aid. Alice Chiko moved 
that the city accept the sig¬ 
nal design but keep the mat 
ter of the parking "under 
advisement." 

Mayor Jim Ro'bertson 
agreed that the city should 
continue to press for the 
parking allowance "as a ser¬ 
vice to the public wishing to 
visit the regional district of¬ 
fice." 

Finally, having completed 
its negotiations with the city- 
workers who are members 
of the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees, the city- 
passed its 1989 provisional 
budget to be forwarded to 
Victoria for approval. 

The budget, at $18,825,575 
for general, school and debt 
purposes, was up by.almost 
81.7 million over the 1979 
budget. 

There were, however, no 
increases in Ihe budget of a 
major nature, and finance 
committee chliirman Aid. 
McKnight pointed out that on 
terms of general spending, 
the city had kept w ithin the 
provincial requirement of no 
more than 59 mills. 

Total mill rate for the bud¬ 
get was 116.271. up almost 
five mills from last year. 

Aid. Bea Wilson pointed 
out that the city had been 
able to keep Ihe mill rate 
down principally from the 
fact that the assessment fig 
ures for the coming year had 
increased the value of the 
mill by some $1,000. 

"Really this budget mere¬ 
ly reflects the inflationary- 
pressures of w ages, fuel, po¬ 
lice, public transit and other 
costs, but I do think that the 
public is being better served, 
—generally, than it has been in 
the past.” she said. 

Aid. Alice Chinko pointed 
out that to achieve the bud 
get figure, “many items 
have been delayed for the 
time being." 

She also commented on the 
inclusion of pay raises for 
Ihe mayor and aldermen, 
up $1,300 and $500, respec¬ 
tively. 

These increases were in 
line with the city policy to 
effect such increases an¬ 
nually "at the same percent¬ 
age as the city employees," 
so that any "whopping in- 
■ crease" in any one year 
would be avoided, she said. 


Little gleaned

Bennett pushes button 
to cut first log at mill

NANAIMO — With a push of a button 
Friday afternoon, Premier Bennett cut the 
first hemlock log in a new $16.5 million saw¬ 
mill here. 

Bennett and more than 100 invited guests 
were on hand to mark the opening of a mill 
that is a forerunner in Canadian-Japanesc 
co-operation. 

Bennett said in his opening-ceremony 
speech that the new mill would help re¬ 
duce B.C. forest industry's reliance on the 
U.S. markets by broadening trade with Pa¬ 
cific Rim countries. 

He warned, however, that the provincial 
government has some “tough choices” to 
make in relation to forest resources. 

He promised legislation during the next 
session opening in February to encourage 
major reforestation. 

The mill, on the Nanaimo Assembly 
Wharf, is owned by Mayo Forest Products 
Ltd., a company formed by Pacific Logging 
Company Ltd. and the Mitsubishi Corporation 
of Tokyo. 

Pacific Logging is a wholy-owned subsi- 
dary of Canadian Pacific Ltd. 

Most of the mill’s output will be destined 
for the Japanese market and will be hemlock 
and yellow cedar. 

It will be the first all-metric saw r mill in 
Canada, an official said. 

The mill is expected to be fully opera¬ 
tional by March 15 and will employ 110 work¬ 
ers, with an annual payroll estimated at $2.9 
million. 


On a two-shift basis, the new mill will 
produce 85 million fbm of lumber a year. 

The lumber will be shipped through the 
port of Nanaimo. 

Construction of the mill raised contro¬ 
versy in Nadaimo when work began about a 
year ago. 

In late 1978, the new company, Mayo 
Forest Products Ltd., purchased the lumber 
mill at the Assembly Wharf owned by G. W. 
Dorman Pulp Chip Co. Ltd. and began con¬ 
struction to replace the aging mill with the 
new facility. 

This raised the ire of group that had 
campaigned to have industrial expansion lo¬ 
cated at the new Duke Point port-industrial 
complex. 

They argued that the Nanaimo Harbor 
Commission should have directed the Mayo 
mill to Duke Point, rather than allow it at the 
Assembly Wharf. 

Harbor commission officials replied that 
the Mayo mill would simply replace a facility 
already at the Assembly Wharf, and that the 
increased output of the new mill would boost 
both local employment and tonnage to be 
shipped through the downtown port. 

Other speakers at the opening included 
Ian Sinclair, chairman and chief executive 
officer of Canadian Pacific; Yukio Yotsu, 
from the Japanese consulate in Vancouver; 
Rikinobu Nakazaki, managing director of 
Mitsubishi Corporation from Tokyo; Don 
Rawlins, Nanaimo Harbor Commission chair¬ 
man, and Nanaimo Mayor Frank Ney. 

W.M. Sloan, president of the Mayo com¬ 
pany, was master of ceremonies.

Rev. F. Roy Gartrell, who is 
retiring after 10 years as 
head of the church's affairs 
in this diocese. 

The selection was an 
nounced shortly after 5 p.m.. 
after the delegates had a 
fifth ballot. 

Jones has been rector at 
St. Mary’s since the late 
1950s. He is one of the three 
most senior priests in the 
diocese and is 61 years of 
age. 

Jones won out over an 
Episcopal bishop front 
Northern Argentina, four 
other bishops from smaller 
Canadian dioceses, five se¬ 
nior clergymen from within 
the diocese, and three other 
clergy from outside the dio¬ 
cese.

4 Guns of Riley Creek more fearsome than Iran’ 


Tlu> forest engineer for a 
logging company charged 
ast spring with damaging a 
fish spawning stream on the 
Queen Charlotte Islands said 
Thursday the company’s 
employees were "handled as 
common criminals” by 
armed federal fisheries offi¬ 
cers. 

Kugene Runt/ of QC Tim¬ 
ber Ltd., a B.C. based com¬ 
pany owned by C. Itoh of 
Japan, told a public forestry 


seminar at Reynolds School 
in Saanich that the incident 
near Riley Creek was a "sad 
and shameful episode,” 
which he compared unfavor¬ 
ably to his experiences in 
revolutionary Iran. 

"Just a year ago this 
month, my wife and I and 
our two small children wait¬ 
ed at Teheran airport for the 
Canadian Armed Forces 
evacuation aircraft that was 
to take us out of revolution¬ 
ary Iran to safety . . . 


"Let me say here that in 
all my time in Iran, I never 
saw a menacing gun in that 
country's forests. 

"But three months later 
and 10,000 miles away there 
were guns in B.C.'s 
forests . . . 

"It is now a matter of 
history since those tense and 
frightening days last spring 
when armed officers from 
the federal department of 
fisheries moved into QC 


Timber’s licensed properties 
on the Queen Charlotte Is¬ 
lands and ordered our for¬ 
estry personnel to suspend 
operations . . . 

"The price to QC Timber 
was very high. The loss of 
production, the loss of 
wages, the anger of our peo¬ 
ple being handled as com¬ 
mon criminals, and the fear 
and anguish caused their 
wives and children will not 
soon be forgotten." 


Runtz told about 100 people 
attending the lecture that 
"today there remains an ap 
prehension and uneasiness 
in the aftermath of that sad 
and shameful episode.” 

Runtz said charges 
against the company were 
later stayed in court. 

He said "many discordant 
voices” arc challenging the 
"orderly evolution of re¬ 
source management and de¬ 
velopment" in B.C. 


Runtz said the company 
disagreed with certain sec¬ 
tions of federal law relating 
to fisheries because the law 
was "unworkable.” 

"Any forestry firm would 
seem to be fair game in the 
climate existing in British 
Columbia today,” he said. 

The federal Fisheries Act 
was “subject to a wide range 
of interpretations by those 
people charged with enforc¬ 
ing it.” 


Runtz said fisheries and 
forestry resources must be 
placed “under the protection 
of a single management" to 
eliminate conflicts. 

He said landslides on the 
Charlottes were not the re¬ 
sult of logging, but were "a 
continuing problem, a phe¬ 
nomenon of nature that had 
its origins at the lime of the 
violent seismic action which 
created the Charlottes many 
milleniums ago.” 


Large hospitals weak Project director scrubbed 


in rehab facilities

Rehabilitation facili¬ 
ties in the Capital Region 
are inadequate, particu¬ 
larly in the major hospi¬ 
tals, but the potential for 
improvement is good, an 

Wednesday. 

Or. John Houston, a for¬ 
mer associate professor of 
rehabilitation at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto, who recently 
joined the staff of the Gorge 
Road Hospital, is one of the 
first institutionally-based 
physiatrists in the Capital 
Region. 

I’hysiatry. he explained in 
an interview, is a medical 
specialty concerned with 
physical niedicine and reha¬ 
bilitation. In his role as staff 
physiatrist at the Gorge (he 
w ill also be working in other 
hospitals and seeing patients 
on referral front (heir doc¬ 
tors) Houston will co-ordi¬ 
nate physical therapy ana 
rehabilitation. 

"Facilities in this area are 
bad. particularly in the large 
hospitals," Houston said. 

lie quickly added that 
everyone involved, including 
the hospitals themselves, is 
aware of the deficiencies, 
but since both Victoria Gen¬ 
eral and Royal Jubilee hospi¬ 
tals are in the midst of major 
renovation programs the op¬ 
portunities to make major 
changes to their existing fa¬ 
cilities are rare. 

A major problem is finding 
and keeping qualified staff. 
Houston said. A speech pa 
thologist is badly needed at 
each of the general hospitals 
to provide early treatment 
for speech problems result¬ 
ing from strokes, but none of 
tile acute-care hospitals has 
such a service. 

Occupational therapy, 
which assists patients in re, 
learning how to function as 
well as they can after a 
stroke or a.stay in hospital, is 
alko lacking at both hospi¬ 
tals. Houston said. Victoria 
General has an opening for 
an occupational therapist 
but no one to fill it. Royal 
Jubilee has no such position 
at all. 

Facilities at the Gorge 
Road Hospital are cramped 
and inadequate, Houston 
said 

"We don't need more beds, 
but we do nFed some breath¬ 
ing room. For instance, with 
fractured hips you are sup¬ 
posed to gel the patient into 
bed on one side and out on the 
other. We're lucky if we can 
get close to the side of the 
bed at all." 

It is a credit to physical 
therapists in the region that 
they are able to do as well as 
they have in treating pa¬ 
tients, Houston said. 

In spite of the problems, 
the region shows promise for 
development of a compre¬ 
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Houston (right) promises to get to know rehab patients 


hensive rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram, which is the challenge 
that brought him here, Hous¬ 
ton said. 

"Toronto is too large. 
Here, there is an opportunity 
to develop a comprehensive 
program in an urea that is 
manageable. We've got two 
large hospitals and a smaller 
one (Saanich Peninsula), 
and a rehabilitation hospital, 
the Gorge. It s an area you 
can get your hands on." 

Having a recognized reha¬ 
bilitation facility like the 
Gorge is a good start, as is 
the altitude toward rehabili¬ 
tation that Houston has 
found in his first three weeks 
here. 

"Local people arc very 
ky-en to get in on this. Every- 
'-one already recognizes that 
this is important, whereas in 
many places you have to 
spend years plugging away 
to get to that point." 

A study of rehabilitation 
needs in the region has al¬ 
ready begun, and the new 
contraction going on at the 
general hospitals is another 
opportunity for improve¬ 
ment, Houston believes. 

While a high-quality reha¬ 
bilitation hospital is impor¬ 
tant, good rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices in tile general hospitals 
are also essential, Houston 
said. 


Active treatment centres 
in the large hospitals not 
only give earlier access to 
rehabilitation but also can 
have a major impact on the 
patient's attitude. 

Stroke victims, for in¬ 
stance. should be able to- 
move out of intensive care to 
a neurological ward and then 
to a rehabilitation area be¬ 
cause of the depressing ef¬ 
fect of having other sick peo¬ 
ple around, and because the 
change of ward signals a new 
stage of recovery to the pa¬ 
tient, Houston said. 


In spite of the administra¬ 
tive role almost certain to be 
Thrust upon him (he is tem¬ 
porarily serving as acting 
medical director at the 
Gorge, in addition to his po¬ 
sition as physiatrist), Hous¬ 
ton says he wants to main¬ 
tain close contact with 
patients on a day to day 
basis. 

"That’s the only way you 
find out what the problems 
are. When somebody else 
starts telling you what the 
problems are you know 
you’ve gone too far." 


GIRL’S CONDITION 
REMAINS CRITICAL 

An 11-year-old Victoria girl remained in critical con¬ 
dition in Victoria General Hospital’s intensive care unit 
Thursday after a car-pedestrian mishap Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

Kim Alexandra Murray, of 855 Villance, suffered multi¬ 
ple injuries including a skull fracture in an accident on 
Finlayson near Glasgow, about a block from her home. 

The girl, who was running to join two companions, was 
apparently crossing Finlayson from south to north when 
she was struck by a van driven by 36-year-old Leon 
ard Dube, of 3937 Leeds Court Dube was heading east on 
Finlayson at the time. 

Victoria police were still investigating the accident 
Thursday. 


The contract of John Clark, former 
acting director at Royal Jubilee Hospi¬ 
tal, has been terminated by the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Clark, who became acting director 
after the resignation of Dr. Archibald 
Pickles, was told when he returned 
from a month-long vacation last week 
that his services were no longer re¬ 
quired. He was the leading candidate 
for the post of project director in 
charge of implementing administra¬ 
tive changes to rectify problems iden¬ 
tified in a joint hospital-government 
investigation, the Morcton report, last 
spring. 

On Thursday, the Jubilee board ap¬ 
proved a recommendation from 
Clark's replacement, executive direc¬ 
tor Michael Butcher, not to hire a 
project director. Butcher said admin¬ 


istrative problems paled next to the 
extreme shortage of beds and long 
surgical waiting list at the hospital,- 
adding that implementing the Morelon 
report would cost about $1.8 million. 

Board chairman Eric Simmons said 
the board believed many of the recom¬ 
mendations could be carried out by 
existing hospital staff, and that the 
provincial government would not pro¬ 
vide funds for a project director 
The decision not to hire the project 
director came under fire from some 
members of the board, w ho were upset 
that the board’s executive committee 
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decision, but the recommendation was 
passed without formal opposition. 

Clark's contract was valid until May, 
and he said Thursday night that the 
hospital would continue to pay him 
the salary it still owed him.

Jubilee complains 
of ‘unacceptable’ 
abortion workload 


The abortion workload at 
Royal Jubilee hospital has 
tripled since abortions were 
halted at Victoria General 
hospital, prompting the Jubi¬ 
lee hospital board to ask the 
VGH board to take some of 
the load. 

The Jubilee board voted 
Thursday night to "make our 
concerns known" to the VGH V 
board regarding the abortion 
workload, and board chair¬ 
man Eric Simmons will re¬ 
quest an appearance at the 
next meeting of the VGH 
board to explain those con¬ 
cerns. 

Jubilee executive director 
Michael Butcher said the 
hospital is having trouble 
handling all the abortion ap¬ 
plications and operations 
which have come its way 
since a new therapeutic 
abortion committee at Vic¬ 
toria General began taking a 
tougher look at abortion ap¬ 
plications. 

As of last week VGH’s 
committee had approved 
only four of 31 applications 
which it had received, in 
strong contrast to past prac¬ 
tice, in which 99 per cent of 
all applications were ap¬ 
proved. 

Butcher said the resulting 
increase in demand for abor¬ 
tions at Royal Jubilee places 
an "unacceptable load" on 
the hospital’s staff and faci¬ 
lities. 

"In the past they did two 
abortions for every one we 
did, which means a tripling 
of our workload,” 

Aside from any moral or 
philosophical questions. 
Butcher said, VGH might 
consider its medical oblica- 
tions to share the load in the 
region, rather than forcing 
all abortions to be done at 
Royal Jubilee by default. 

Dr. Elinor Powell, chief of 


the Jubilee medical staff, 
said the demand also repre¬ 
sented a considerable work¬ 
load for members of the 
Royal Jubilee therapeutic 
abortion committee, which 
now reviews all applications 
for abortion in the region. 

She said'the committee 
has been increased to facili¬ 
tate review of applications. 

Some members of the 
Jubilee board were critical 
of the VGH therapeutic 
abortion committee. 

Board vice-chairman 
Taffy Richards said "it 


seems to me that they are 
abrogating their responsibi¬ 
lities." 

Board member Peter 
Bunn said the system in use 
in the United States, where 
abortion requests involve 
only the woman and a 
physician, and in many 
cases do not even take place 
in hospitals, was superior to 
the system in use in Can¬ 
ada. 

But Powell took issue with 
Richards, defending the 
right of the VGH committee 
to make the decisions it 
did. 


Oak Bay tackles 
college parking 


Oak Bay council’s streets 
and traffic committee has 
requested that a Camosun 
College representative meet 
with it Feb. 4 to thrash out a 
solution to problems caused 
by student parking near the 
Lansdowne campus. 

Aldermen are believed 
ready to suggest that the 
college provide free parking 
for students on lots around 
the campus, or obtain park¬ 
ing fees through annual stu¬ 
dent cards. 

Meanwhile, a two-hour 
parking limit between 9 a.m. 
and 5 pm. will be imposed in 
the 2000, 2100 and 2200 blocks 
Lansdowne, 2900 and 3000 
blocks on the east side of 
Foul Bay. 2900 and 3000 
blocks Westdowne, 2900.3000 
and 3100 blocks Henderson, 
and 2000,2100 and 2200 blocks 
Middowne. 

Residents, some of whom 
have complained about stu¬ 
dent vehicles blocking their 


driveways and hampering 
visibility, will be informed 
of the change and issued 
with exemption stickers. 

Police Chief Irving Bailey 
said in a report to the com¬ 
mittee that the problems 
started last September 
when Camosun College in¬ 
troduced pay parking on its 
lots. t 

"The students will not pay 
to park as long as free park¬ 
ing is available within a rea 
sonable walking distance of 
the school," Bailey said 

Aid. Neil Swainson be¬ 
lieves the restrictions won t 
work because students will 
be able to move their cars 
during breaks between 
classes. 

He also expressed concern 
that Camosun College may 
expand its Lansdowne cam¬ 
pus beyond reasonable 
limits, and said "we can’t 
have a 10,000-student opera¬ 
tion there.”

Victoria Aid. Robin Blencoe's energy conservation 
blueprint was endorsed Thursday by city council’s Group A 
committee and referred (o city engineer John Sansom for a 
report on possible implementation of the eight point pro¬ 
gram. 

Blencoe, chairman of the energy conservation com¬ 
mittee, has recommended a number of energy-saving 
measures, including the possible conversion of the city’s 
fleet of vehicles from gasoline to propane gas consump¬ 
tion. 

When Blencoe’s recommendations were discussed, his 
colleagues added a few of their own, such as making 
sure the lights are always turned off at city hall when 
Ihe premises are empty. 

"How abdut turning down the heat right now?" asked 
Aid. Gretchen Brewln. 


“Let’s not get carried away," Mayor William Tin¬ 
dall replied laughing. 

In his report, Blencoe suggested that the city pay more 
attention to recycling and encourage the community to 
do likewise. 

✓ 

City council should consider introducing a bylaw re¬ 
quiring new buildings to comply with minimum stan¬ 
dards of energy efficiency. All city-owned buildings, Ihe 
report said, should be upgraded to conserve energy. 

To encourage energy efficiency, council should con¬ 
sider tax incentives for home owners using heating systems 
other than oil or electricity. 

Blencoe told his colleagues merchants should be asked 
not to keep the lights in their businesses blazing all night. 

“They should learn that it’s not all right just as long 


as they're paying the bill. We’re all in this and we all 
have to take steps to conserve energy, he said. 

He said unless society prepared gradually for the in¬ 
evitable crunch, "we’ll have to change overnight." 

In other business, the committee: 

• Decided to reject a request from Victoria Press 
Ltd. for the city's participation in a promotion venture. 
Victoria Press plans to publish a tourist guide featuring 
Vancouver Island’s attractions. The city was asked to 
buy an ad in the publication, but the committee felt city 
council was contributing enough to the cause of tour¬ 
ism by way of grants to various organizations such as the 
Visitor Information Centre. 

• Tabled a request from the Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce for $4,000 as remuneration for information 
services the chamber provides for prospective -settlers. 


Mayor William Tindall said the item should be tabled until a 
decision has been reached by the Capital Region Board on 
whether the chamber will take over the function of the 
industrial development commissioner. 

• Assured the Victoria Community Youth Commit 
tee of city council’s "moral support" and endorsed the 
committee’s attempts to have two permanent street workers 
in the downtown core to work with the "street children."

TEHRAN — Finance Min¬ 
ister Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
late Friday claimed victory 
in Iran's first presidential 
election and said he would 
seek to end the 11 w eek siege 
al the U S. embassy. 

in an interview with Reu¬ 
ter news agency, Bani-Sadr 
said: 

"1 will try to bring this 
problem between the Ameri¬ 
cans and ourselves to an end 
in a way which safeguards 


the demands and the inde¬ 
pendence of Iran " 

He added: "1 have been out 
of touch with the problem 
since I left the foreign min 
istry last November and I 
must study the question 
again closely." 

Aides at Bani-Sadr’s 
Tehran apartment told re¬ 
porters the figures indicated 
their candidate had won 
more than 80 per cent of the 
vote in most areas of 
Tehran." 

"The whole people have 
recognized the man who can 


satisfy their needs and solve 
their problems," Bani-Sadr 
said. "I am happy that the 
whole nation has shown 
political maturity." 

Bani-Sadr. a member of 
the ruling Revolutionary 
Council, is known to have 
regarded the holding of 
about 50 Americans as hos¬ 
tage in the embassy by Mos¬ 
lem militants as a misguided 
adventure. 

Looking exhausted but 
happy, Bani-Sadr said: "I 
am very happy that the peo¬ 
ple have show n such political 


maturity. It was not a parti¬ 
san vote but a vote of con 
science." 

Bani-Sadr said he had been 
in the minority in the Rcvolu 
tionary Council for some 
time. 

“But you know last night I 
attended the council for the 
first lime in three weeks, 
and after discussion we 
agreed to a communique 
among the candidates pres¬ 
ent whereby we agreed to 
co-operate w ith whoeverwas 
elected." 

Bani-Sadr's election, if 


confirmed, might prove to 
be the biggest step yet to¬ 
ward improving relations 
between Iran and Washing 
ton since the overthrow of 
the shah last February. 

Prior to the election, the 
White House decided to post¬ 
pone threatened economic 
sanctions against Iran to 
back demands for the return 
of the U.S. hostages. 

Bani-Sadr, w ho was known 
to have the support of leftists 
because of his socialist econ¬ 
omic policies, had clashed 
.yerball.v with the militants 


holding the hostages and is 
considered by Washington to 
be among the moderates. 

However. Bani-Sadr and 
other leading candidates 
have shown unquestioned 
loyalty to the country’s 
revolutionary leader. Aya¬ 
tollah Ruholiah Khomeini. 

In the past, the embassy 
militants have said they take- 
orders only from Khomeini 
who, under the country's 
new constitution, has almost 
unlimited powers. Among 
those powers is the right to 
dismiss the president 


The 79-year-old Khomeini, 
who cast his ballot from a 
hospital bed where he is 
being treated for what offi¬ 
cials call a mild heart condi¬ 
tion, had expressed no pref¬ 
erence for any candidate. 

Meanwhile, Bani-Sadr 
said his next move will be to 
call a national congress in¬ 
volving those who supported 
him to select candidates for 
next month's parliamentary 
election.

Exxon Corp. has become 
the first industrial company 
to earn Inure than $1 billion 
in a year. 

Exxon, the world's largest 
oil company, on Friday re¬ 
ported fourth-quarter earn 
ings.of more than $1.3 billion 
—up 110 per cent over last 
year's figure—and a net in- 
c ome for 1979 of more than 
St.2 billion, a 55-per-cent 
gain. 

Exxon thus became only 
the second U.S. company to 
earn $4 billion in one year 
and the first industrial com¬ 
pany to do so. American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. earned more than $5 bil¬ 
lion in 1978. 

In a statement, Exxon said 
its earnings were justified 
because of the large invest¬ 
ment needed to generate 
profits. A surge in overseas 
oil-producing, .refining and 
marketing earnings, to¬ 
gether With a sharp increase 
in world-prices, contributed 
to the gain. 

Exxon's Canadian subsidi¬ 
ary, Imperial Oil Ltd. of To¬ 
ronto, reported Friday its 


net operating income it* 1979 
was $171 million, a 50-per¬ 
cent increase from $311 mil¬ 
lion in 1978: 

The company also had a 
net gain of $22 million from 
the sale of 20 per cent of its 
interest in the Syncrude 
heavy oil project to Alberta 
Energy Co., bringing total 
net income to $193 million.

Many a fine piece of old 
furniture has been la¬ 
boriously stripped and re¬ 
finished when the job 
wasn’t really necessary. 
The result is a waste of 
time, energy and money, 
and the loss of a certain 
amount of authentic 
charm. 

In many cases, all that 
work can be avoided sim¬ 
ply by cleaning carefully. 
Years of sitting in an attic 
or basement can cover a 
piece of furniture with a 
dingy film of dust, grime, 
and mildew. Combine 
that with buildup of wax, 
or moisture that can soft¬ 
en old finishes, and the 
result looks bad. 

Before you turn to 
stripper, try a solution of 
warm water and deter¬ 
gent. If the piece is solidly 
built, with tight joints and 
no veneers to come loose, 
attack it with a scrub 
brush. If it is more deli¬ 
cate, use a soft damp 
cloth so you don’t over¬ 
soak it.Then rinse with 
clean damprags and wipe 
dry. 


If the piece is especially 
dirty,combine a quart of 
hot water, three table¬ 
spoons of boiled linseed 
oil, and a tablespoon of 
turjientine. Use this solu¬ 
tion and a rag to scrub off 
dirt and grime The tur¬ 
pentine cleans while the 
oil combines wit i the var¬ 
nish and revitalizes it. 

Once you get a piece 
clean, you may discover 
that the finish Is basically 
sound, but hss a few 
small defects, such as 
white rings, cloudiness, 
dullness, etc. Often you 
can remove these defects 
without removing the 
whole finish. 

Dullness: If thefinish is 
soft and gummy, there’s 
not much you ca i do short 
of removing it. But if it's 
still hard, combine two 
parts boiled linseed oil 
and one part terpentine. 
Rub vigorously into the 
varnish with a rag. Then 
polish with a dry rag. 

White spots. The stan¬ 
dard treatment here is to 


rub with a fine abrasive 
and oil. You can use light 
machine oil such as 3-in-l 
plus some cigarette 
ashes. Or you can use 
baby oil and powdered 
pumice or rottenstone 
(paint store items). Or 
you can use an automo¬ 
tive rubbing compound. 
In any case, rub the stuff 
over the white spot with a 


soft cloth and the damage 
should polish out. Be 
warned, however, that 
the treatment may make 
the repaired area glossier 
and smoother than the 
surrounding area. If that 
happens you may want to 
treat the whole surface to 
even things out. 

Scratches: If a scratch

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is fine and doesn't go all 
the way through the fin¬ 
ish, you can sometimes 
soften the finish with sol¬ 
vent and it will flow to¬ 
gether to fill the scratch, 
use a fine artists brush to 
dab the solvent into the 
scratch. Try denatured 
alcohol first. If the finish 
is shellac the alcohol 


should work. If it doesn’t, 
try turpentine. It should 
work if the finish is var¬ 
nish. If neither of these 
two solvents works, try 
lacquer thinner. Lacquer 
thinnner is strong stuff 
and may damage the fin¬ 
ish. Test it out on an in¬ 
conspicuous part of the 
finish first.

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Oriental rugs: hand, 
or machine-made ? 


By JOHN HEARN 

My enthusiasm for ori¬ 
ental rugs dates back to a 
sunny and memorable 
day last summer when I 
saw a friend of mine pick 
up a 2’3” x 4’6” scat¬ 
ter rug at a garage sale 
for $8 — it was marked at 
$10 but my friend nego¬ 
tiated a better deal — and 
sell it an hour later to a 
dealer for $180. The 
dealer peeled the bills 
from a roll which he ob¬ 
viously kept handy in 
order to take immediate 
advantage of irresistible 
bargains. 

I have been haunting 
garage sales ever since, 
lured by visions of dis¬ 
carded prayer rugs, but 
to no avail. 

Collecting oriental car¬ 
pets calls for more than 
luck — it requires money 
in denominations which 
trail out in a series of 
zeros. 

The art of weaving it¬ 
self has hardly changed 
in p thousand years. Rugs 


are still woven both by 
nomadic weavers and by 
skilled craftsman in 
towns and cities. The 
method is simple and 
never changes 

A loom consisting of 
two beams is set up. On to 
these is threaded the 
foundation of (he carpet, 
thi warp threads to which 
will be knotted the tufts 
' which make up the pile. 
After each row of knots, 
transverse weft threads 
are inserted to hold the 
knotted pile firmly in 
place. 

All oriental rugs are 
hand-knotted. The pile is 
made up of literally thou- 
sands of individual 
threads of yarn each tied 
on the warp, sometimes 
as many as a hundred 
to an inch. Once a row of 
knots has been complet¬ 
ed, several weft threads 
are inserted and forced 
down with a comb-like in¬ 
strument. The process is 
repeated over and over 
again. There are no short 
cuts. 


The principle materials 
used are wool, cotton and 
silk — wool being the 
most commonly used. 
Also of great importance 
are the dyes which are 
vital to the creation of a 
fine rug. Most of the de¬ 
signs have been passed on 
from generation to gen¬ 
eration and many have 
their own special symbol¬ 
ism and meaning. 

The design in a rug 
is an influential factor in 
the assessment of the art 
of that rug — and conse¬ 
quently, its value. A good 
design contributes great¬ 
ly to the value of a rug: a 
superb design, when all 
other factors are equal, 
elevates it to a master- 
work. At this point you 
are clearly dealing with a 
work of art and great ex¬ 
pertise is called for when 
thousands, or tens of 
thousands of dollars may 
be involved. 

An assessment of the 
merits of a particular rug 
is only possible following 
a minute examination of

the evenness of the 
weave, the coloring and 
design. Also by handling 
it and consciously feeling 
the quality of the pile you 
can get an understanding 
of the quality of the ma¬ 
terials used. Only in rare 
circumstances is the 
name of the weaver 
known. 

Obviously knowledge is 
critical. It is perhaps not 
too difficult to spot a gen¬ 
uine oriental rug at a ga¬ 
rage sale — given the 
unlikely chance that one 
will ever appear at such a 
place again. Look at the 
back. Machine made rugs 
reveal a dead even 
weave. You can see at a 
glance the ‘man' behind 
the shuttle was a com¬ 
puter. Hand-made rugs 
are not mechanically per¬ 
fect. You can see this 
again on the front where 
matching patterns are 
often minutely different. 

That, perhaps is suffi¬ 
cient knowledge to risk an 
$8 purchase but more or¬ 
thodox transactions call 
for a different level of 
expertise.

The 
short course includes a 
color film about rug 
weaving and provides an 
opportunity to see and 
handle many rugs of dif¬ 
ferent kinds and to talk 
with members of their 
staff. Lidchis have been 
known to conduct semi¬ 
nars in other parts of the 
country at the same low 
price. Obviously, the fur¬ 
ther away you live, the 
greater the number of 
people they like to talk 
to.

Good 
dealers in any of the fine 
arts will take a great deal 
of trouble to help you to 
understand what you are 
buying. Poor dealers go to 
the same amount of trou¬ 
ble to confuse you.

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What 3 professional chefs 
want in their kitchens 


By PATRICIA WELLS 

NEW YORK — Above 
all else, insists Maurice 
Moore-Betty, a kitchen 
must be sensible. Sturdy 
restaurant-style cook¬ 
tops. Unfussy pots. A re¬ 
frigerator wide enough to 
hold a whole fish. For 
Giuliano Bugialli, practi¬ 
cality is important, but 
not primary. Walnut cabi¬ 
nets, handmade tiles, 
counters of Italian mar¬ 
ble create a showcase for 
a life’s collection of 
Florentine antiques. To 
Sherry Zitron, the essen¬ 
tial kitchen is mainte¬ 
nance-free, with Formica 
countertops, easy-on-the- 
feet vinyl squares, fin¬ 
gerprint-proof matte-fin¬ 
ish cabinets and self¬ 
cleaning ovens. 

Most cooks have defi¬ 
nite views about the de¬ 
sign of their kitchens. But 
perhaps no one feels more 
strongly about how a kit¬ 
chen looks and works 
than those who cook for a 
living. For Manhattan 
cooking instructors like 
Moore-Betty, Bugialli 
and Mrs. Zitron, the kit¬ 
chen lights rarely dim. A 
teaching kitchen serves 
as office, classroom and a 
place for personal plea¬ 
sure as well as entertain¬ 
ing. The design elements 
had better work. 

The home cook can 
learn from the decisions 
the three professionals 
made during recent reno¬ 
vations because the same 
organizational principles 
apply, if on a smaller 
scale. Whether designing 
on one’s own, or with 
the help of an architect or 
kitchen planner, every 


centimeter miust be con¬ 
sidered in a successful 
kitchen. Here is what the 
three professionals con¬ 
sidered essential: 

> 

COOKTOPS AND 
OVENS 

“There is absolutely no 
substitute for a profes¬ 
sional range,’’ said Mrs. 
Zitron, who recently ren¬ 
ovated her 16-by-21-foot 
apartment kitchen. Al¬ 
though she had to widen 
the doorway to get her 
stove in, Mrs. Zitron 
chose a six-burner, South 
Bend professional range 
with a 30-inch gas oven. 
She prefers an electric 
oven for baking, so in¬ 
stalled a double Therma- 
dor wall oven. For dem¬ 
onstrations, she added a 
two-burner Dacor elec¬ 
tric cooktop, which her 
children use on weekends 
for making pancakes and 
omelets. 

Moore-Betty solved a 
number of space and de¬ 
sign problems in his 13- 
by-14-foot carriage house 
kitchen by installing six 
professional Wolf gas 
burners, strung out in a 
row along his major work 
island. "It’s marvelous,” 
he said, “you’re never 
bending over one pot to 
get to another.” Like Mrs. 
Zitron, he is partial to 
electric ovens and chose 
the same Thermador dou¬ 
ble wall unit. 

Bugialli also selected a 
combination of profes¬ 
sional and standard 
equipment: a pair of four- 
burner Tappan gas cook¬ 
tops with a single General 
Electric wall oven near¬ 
by. His Garland profes¬ 
sional range provides an¬ 


other six burners, as well 
as a large single oven. 

REFRIGERATORS 

Two of the three profes¬ 
sionals insisted upon a 
Sub Zero refrigerator, 
which is shallower and 
wider than other house¬ 
hold models. “Last week¬ 
end, I catered a party for 
150, and it held all the 
food, with a few inches of 
space left over for ■ my 
family,” said Mrs. Zi¬ 
tron, who also chose a 
companion Sub Zero 
freezer. Moore-Betty said 
his 24-inch-deep Sub Zero 
means “never again do 
I have to lose a bottle of 
catsup in the back of the 
refrigerator.” Its 32-inch 
width means that it can 
hold huge platters that 
don’t fit in conventional 
refrigerators. 

When Bugialli designed 
his new 20-by-36-foot din¬ 
ing-kitchen, he created a 
work area and a clean-up 
area and installed one re¬ 
frigerator in each. A dou¬ 
ble-door General Electric 
refrigerator-freezer was 
built into the clean-up 
pantry. 

CLEAN UP 

For those who spend 
many hours in the kit¬ 
chen, the sink’s place¬ 
ment, construction and 
size are of utmost impor¬ 
tance. Each of the thl-ee 
professionals chose stain¬ 
less steel for its clean¬ 
ing ease and durability. 

Bugialli put a tiny bar 
sink in the middle of his 
work area; the clean-up 
pantry, out of view of stu¬ 
dents and guests, has a 
large sink, a single dish¬ 
washer, a trash compact¬ 
or, a washer and dryer. 


Mr. Moore-Betty in¬ 
stalled a double sink with 
two faucets’, more conve¬ 
nient when there’s more 
than one cook in the kit¬ 
chen. A Kitchen-Aid dish¬ 
washer is on the left side 
of the sink. 

Mrs. Zitron wanted two 
sinks but, reluctant to 
give up counter space, 
she selected one double 
sink and added a Kitchen- 
Aid dishwasher at either 
side. 

STORAGE 

Each professional took 
a casual, yet organized 
approach to storage. Ex¬ 
cept for a food processor, 
blender and Kitchen-Aid 
mixer, the trio generally 
looked askance at clutter¬ 
ing the countertops. 

Moore-Betty had foot- 
deep shelves built along a 
dining room wall, giving 
him space to house his 
antique china and glass¬ 
ware. Pots hang along 
one long wall, while 
knives and pot lids are 
stored on a portable 
butcher block cart. There 
are special shelves for 
knives and spices. 

Mrs. Zitron likes a look 
that’s clean but not clini¬ 
cal. Almost everything is 
stored in her custom- 
made, white Formica 
cabinets, with'one special 
drawer set aside for 
knives and another for 
commonly used utensils. 

Bugialli's kitchen is the 
most austere, with vir¬ 
tually every knife, glass 
and pot hidden inside wal¬ 
nut cabinets. In the pan¬ 
try, a set of 50 Italian 
pottery apothecary jars, 
line the shelves, storing 
his grains, herbs, spices, 
tea and coffee. 


Redecorating bathroom easy 


Sometimes just new fixtures — faucet handles, etc. 

— will give a great new look to the room. 

Repeat the theme of Early American with wood 
cabinets, counters and paneling, or enjoy theelegant 
look of Lous XIV with delicate flowered wallpaper, 
gold fixtures for the sink and marble counter tops. A 
miniature chandelier will add the final touch. 

Many people like the “seashore” theme in a 
bathroom, decorating the room in blue with sea- 
shells and fishnet on the walls, blue wallpaper, 
even an aquarium on a stand. 

The bathroom is small enough, usually, that you 
can completely change its theme easily and often 

— without it being a major expense. 

While you may not want to or be able to afford a 
redecorating of your living room or dining room, 
for example, the bathroom can be re¬ 
styled with just a different color of towels par¬ 


ticularly if you’ve kept the walls white or a plain 
brown. 

If this is the case, and you’ve lots of colour lee¬ 
way., you may want to keep several sets of towels in 
different colors and “recycle” the color scheme 
depending on the time of year. 

If the walls, floor and fixtures are white or 
some other neutral color, towels will make a great 
change. 

In winter, add red towels, area rug and hand 
soap for a warm look. 

A new look for spring and summer could be 
with green, yellow or blue: they’re cool colors 
— which are great for warm weather. 

For fall, change to rust, orange or brown. Like the 
colors of falling leaves, these colors add warmth 
without being “hot” like red. 

It can be a lot of fun to put your talents to work 
decorating the bathroom. Try it and see! 


Q. We've just moved into a home that needs 
some Fixing up. We will have a very small budget 
when it comes to decorating our bedrooms but I 
want them to be attractive. 

I am most concerned about how to decorate 
my son’s room. He’s 6 and has a rather spacious 
room but no furniture except a bed and two old 
chests. — R.N. 

A.Start with an inexpensive wallpaper to add 
drama and decorating inspiration to the room 
and establish a color scheme. Or if you’d prefer, 
give the walls a couple of coats of a neutral 
off-white and try your hand at painting a 
mural or some of his favorite figures. 

Choose a. warm but medium to deep tone for 
his carpeting — rust is an especially functional 
and pleasant shade. 

Add some drama to his bed by the impressive 
use of fabric. Tent the headboard of his bed with 
two contrasting solid colors of fabric (sheeting is 
often economical for this use) and staple corners 
at the top of the bed and sides.

A “cheap house” today 
has been defined as hous¬ 
ing under $80,000. How¬ 
ever, though the price of 
houses is escalating 
rapidly, It is still pos¬ 
sible to buy a house under 
$50,000. 

There are about thirty 
to thirty five homes under 
that price available on 
multiple listing in the 
Greater Victoria area, 
and, one realtor esti¬ 
mates, possibly double 
that number listed exclu¬ 
sively. 

Some realtors say that 
there is “simply nothing 
available of quality at 
less than $60,000 on 
today’s market”. 

However, a glance at 
the current multiple list¬ 
ing book (which your 
realtor will have, but 
which may not be loaned 
out to prospective buyers, 
so as to protect the pri¬ 
vacy of those who have 
homes listed in it, where 
mortgages and other per¬ 
sonal financial matters 
are mentioned) would 
show that there is a vari¬ 
ety of houses available in 
the mid forties, and even 
a few at less than that. 

Several types of houses 
fit into this price range. 
They could be very small, 
even tinier than an apart¬ 
ment In town, but perhaps 
neat and well cared for. 
Some houses are perfect¬ 
ly all right, but they are 


on 25 foot lots, wthich 
means, if they sver 
burned down, couldii't be 
re-built under today’s 
building regulations, 
which state that a build¬ 
ing lot must be at 'least 
6,000 square feet. These 
houses will sell for less 
money. Or a house could 
be bigger, older, and[need 
a lot of TLC or renjiova- 
tion to bring it up tq par. 
Or, the reason the price is 
low could be that the 
house is fine but it’s! near 
an industrial or seijni-in- 
dustrial area. Or it could 
be on an extremely*busy 
street.

Area has the biggest ef¬ 
fect on price. Oak ^ay is 
the most wanted location. 
Fairfield is the nextlmost 
popular area because it 
has character homes, at¬ 
tractive residential as¬ 
pect, and yet is close to 
town. 

A small cottage in Fair- 
field that has only two 
bedrooms, a living ,room 
and a kitchen, is oil the 
market for $69,000 today. 


If the same house were in 
Victoria West, the asking 
price would be far less. 
Obviously, one can buy 
more house in Colwood 
than one can in Oak Bay 
for the same money, be¬ 
cause land value there is 
so much higher. 

The mest-recently pub¬ 
lished (quarterly) issue 
of Properties SOLD on 
Multiple Listing shows 
the kind of houses that 
have sold recently for less 
than $50,000. 

For example, in the 
Gorge area, a cedar sid¬ 
ing bungalow built in 1911 
went for $47,000 just be¬ 
fore Christmas. It had a 
fireplace in the living 
room, dining area in the 
kitchen, a four piece bath¬ 
room, and three bed¬ 
rooms, as well as a partial 
basement. The house had 
been up-dated and creati¬ 
vely rennovated, offered 
privacy, fruit trees, and a 
good vegetable garden. 

A house on Lampson 
Street, in the same gen¬ 
eral area, sold for only 
$32,000. The owners were 
asking $37,000. It too, was 
an older bungalow, with a 
separate drive-in garage. 
It was neat and clean, and 
in good condition, com¬ 
prising living room, kit¬ 
chen, two bedrooms, 
three piece bathroom. 

In Sooke, back in Septem¬ 
ber, one could get a re¬ 
tirement stucco bunga¬ 
low on a corner lot, 
absolutely spotless, with 
two bedrooms, for only

Q. We have a very dark 
kitchen with no natural 
light. 

I know the logical thing 
to do is to paint the dark 
cabinets white and like¬ 
wise have light walls and 
ceiling. However, the 
cabinets are in such good 
condition and practically 
new that I really hate to 
change them. 

The floor is in need of 
replacement and the 
walls need painting. What 
would you suggest? — 
T.P.M. 

A light floor — perhaps 
an off-white pebbly tex¬ 
ture or a simulated brick 
— would be a good begin¬ 
ning for lightening the 
room. 

Leave the dark cabi¬ 
nets if they are new and 
good looking. 

Add light and crispness 
to the wails and ceiling 


with a light wallpaper — 
perhaps an off-white 
background with a color¬ 
ful design. f 

Add a light for general 
illumination or consider a 
lighted ceiling. Also add 
fluorescent fixtures re¬ 
cessed beneath the wall- 
hung cabinets to provide 
plenty of light for work¬ 
ing. ' 

Use reflective materi¬ 
als whenever possible — 
materials that will catch 
the light and bounce it 
about. 

Q. I just bought a most 
beautiful Oriental rug in 
soft orange, navy blue, 
light blue and cream. I 
have a very small living 
room in which I want to 
use it and decorate 
around it. 

I'd like a fairly dra¬ 
matic, warm and Inviting 
setting for the rug. Please 
sugget some colors and 
other ideas for highlight¬ 


ing the room. I have wood 
floors. I’ll be buying new 
furniture and draperies.

A. Grasscloth in soft or¬ 
ange and beige would be 
lovely on your walls and 
give you the drama you 
probably want to comple¬ 
ment your rug. Many 
grasscloths today offer 
several colors — often a 
background color such as 
the soft orange and a nat¬ 
ural beige grass. Look for 
the same soft orange 
Venetian binds and if you 
want to enhance the Ori¬ 
ental effect, install a 
modest lambrequin at the 
window covered in the 
grass cloth.

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What does a 
heat pump do ? 


When adding a heat 
pump to a fossil-fuel 
heating system, it is re¬ 
commended that you op¬ 
erate a heat pump as 
long as it can keep the 
indoor temperature at the 
desired level without the 
use of the furnace. It then 
automaticlly switches 
over to the fossil-fuel sys¬ 
tem when the heat pump 
can no longer handle the 
complete heating re¬ 
quirements.
